now serving in Agana, G u a m , 
in a letter that was received, 
appropriately, the day a f t e r 
Thanksgiving by the Ri c h a r d 
Johnsons, 836 N. Mitchell. 
Almost providential good for­ 
tune in escaping injury during 
typhoon Karen which recently 
ripped through Guam was the 
reason for the Paluch’s thank­ 
fulness. 


IT WAS THE first report the 
Johnsons have had from Mr. 
and Mrs. Paluch s i n c e the 
young couple left here late in 
August to begin a two 
year 
term of teaching mixed classes 
of American and Guamanian 
children in Tamuning, a village 
about two miles from the capi­ 
tol city of Agana. 
Of the typhoon, the Paluches 
said that Karen’s winds reached 
a velocity of from 172 to 205 
miles per hour and that 80 per

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cent of the private housing for 
teachers collapsed. The P a- 
luchs’ residence was considered 
typhoon-proof, as it i n d e e d 
proved to be, but many other 
so-called typhoon-proof, build­ 
ings were partially or totally 
destroyed. 
The Naval hospital across the 
street from the Paluch home 
appeared intact from the out­ 
side but, the letter said, 
the 
insides were all gone.” 
Mr. and Mrs. Paluch wrote, 
“Our building shook all night 
long and we were scared 
to 
death,” but the utter devasta­ 
tion they saw all about them 
next morning made them real­ 
ize their rare good fortune in 
merely being “scared to death. 


IMMEDIATELY 
after 
t h e 
typhoon had passed the gover­ 
nor of Guam made a public plea 
to all government personnel, 
teachers and workers to remain 
on the island and, the Paluches 
report, he had tears in h is 
eyes as he said, 
“We 
need 
your help if we are to survive.” 
Almost everyone responded to 
his appeal and rescue and re­ 
covery work has progressed to 
the point where schools will be 
reopened soon. 
Paluch teaches 10th g r a d e 
business math and his wife has 
five classes of physical educa­ 
tion students. 
In their “pre-Karen” 
letter 
Mr. and Mrs. Paluch had said 
they were fascinated with their 
work, immensely enjoying their 
daily contact with the Guamani­ 
ans whom they found to 
b e 
friendly, courteous and coopera­ 
tive. They also described the 
once picturesque island, 
then 
in the letter written since the 


typhoon, said that it seems im­ 
possible that they were describ­ 
ing the same island they now 
see. 


WHEN MR. AND Mrs. P a ­ 
luch left here they were aware 
that there were disadvantages 
to life on Guam, two of them 
being the hot, humid weather 
and a lower standard of living. 
Mrs. Paluch mentions in her 
letter something every house­ 
wife can appreciate: there 
is 
almost no fresh produce on the 
island. The excessive humidity 
rots most of whatever the in­ 
sects don’t ravish. Celery, re­ 
ports Mrs. Paluch, is 90 cents 
a stalk when it can be found 
at all. She admonished M r s. 
Johnson, “Next time you go in­ 
to an Arlington Heights super­ 
market and see all that lovely, 
fresh produce, think of me.”

Opinion Mixed 
In This Area 


by JOHN REDDY 


Home building and real estate spokesmen of the 
northwest suburban area generally are mixed in their 
opinion as to how President Kennedy’s executive older 
banning discrimination in federally financed housing will 
affect this area. 
Arthur Kelter, president of the Northwest Board of 


Realtors, called the execu­ 
tive order a “shame,” and 
said, “I think the problem 
has to be solved, but I don t 
think it’s going to be solved 
by any presidential order.” 
Kelter added, “I think people 
will be a little more skeptical 
about 
buying or building 
in 
areas where there is Federal 
Housing Administration (FHA) 
or 
Veterans 
Administration 
(VA) financed homes.” 
The order was signed by 
President Kennedy Nov. 20. It 
prohibits racial, religious and 
all other types of discrimina­ 
tion in housing to be built with 
government loans, mortgage in

AN ESTIMATE BY the Na­ 
tional 
Association 
of 
Home 
Builders (NAHB) predicts the 
no-discrimination order would 
cut new housing by as much 
as a third. 
Kimball Hill, of Kimball Hill 
and Associates, 
Inc., Rolling 
Meadows, and vice president of 
the NAHB, predicted some few 
builders are going “to get hurt 
and hurt bad.” 
However, he noted that the 
likelihood of any serious im­ 
pact on the housing industry 
in the Chicago area may be 
avoided due to the availabil­ 
ity of private rather than 
federally backed financing. 
Hill said he had not seen the 
actual order, but careful read­ 
ing of reports in the metropol­ 
itan press leads him to believe 
that the only housing to be af­ 
fected will be new construction 
that has yet to be applied for. 
Projects 
already 
committed 
would not be affected, he stated.

IT WOULD BE spring of 1963 
before any impact of the presi­ 
dential executive order might 
be reflected in the building in­ 
dustry, he said. 
Hill indicated that the order 
actually was rather narrow in 
scope and said he thought this 
would be objectionable to mi 
nority groups. 
William 
Berry, 
executive 
director of the Chicago Urban 
League, said, “I do not think 
the 
order 
is 
far reaching 
enough, but ifs better than 
nothing.” 
Berry does not think there 
will be any a d v e r s e effect 
from the order on the housing 
phase of the construction in­ 
dustry. 


“THOSE 
PEOPLE 
in 
the 
home building and real estate 
industry think about like the Ne­ 
anderthal man and they are 
against any progress in the 
area of race relations,” Berry 
declared, 
responding to t h e 
statement that real estate peo­ 
ple and builders thought the or­ 
der 
would 
adversely 
affect 
home construction. 
“The doors are open,” he con­ 
tinued. “An obstacle has been 
removed and people will take 
advantage of it as it fits their 
convenience. 
Negroes 
haven’t 
been waiting around for this or­ 
der so they can move tomor­ 
row. It means that they have 
a choice of housing in a broader 
market.” 
The Urban League is de­ 
signed to improve race rela­ 
tions and scientifically carry 
out community organization 
and inter-racial cooperation. 
Hill said, “I wouldn’t know 
exactly what effect there would 
be. But it’s a builder’s problem. 


He is being asked to be the ve­ 
hicle to bring about integrated 
housing. 
The 
builder 
is 
an 
economic creature, not a prop­ 
er vehicle for such a task and 
he won’t take the economic 
risk.” 
S 


IN EXAMPLE, Hill cited the 
problems 
of 
a 
builder 
who 
might want to build 150 homes 
and finance them with federal 
funds. “He is forced to sell to 
a minority,” Hill noted, “but 
there is nothing prohibiting the 
majority f r o m discriminating 
against the builder who has 
dealt with minority groups if 
there is not the minority mar­ 
ket for all 150 homes.” 
“I can’t visualize any builder 
sticking his neck out to that ex­ 
tent,” Hill said, observing that 
preliminary costs often are tied 
up in land improvements total 
ing thousands of dollars. 
The executive order won’t 
affect sale of homes by own­ 
ers. 
But federally financed or in­ 
sured mortgages can be ob­ 
tained for a lower down pay­ 
ment than can be permitted 
with private home financing. 
This, home industry people es 
timate, will be how the home 
industry will be slowed in this 
area. 


HOWEVER, 
IT 
is 
feared 
some developers may desire to 
cater primarily to the minority 
market. 
In support of this argument, 
some real estate people point 
to the growing numbers of mi­ 
nority groups being asked to 
come to the suburbs to work. 
Said Kelter: “They’re not 
going to travel all the way 
into Chicago forever.” 
With Randhurst and O’Hare 
Airport providing many job op­ 
portunities for members of mi­ 
nority groups, it is believed that 
first minority housing available 
to minority groups would be in 
the “close in” suburbs. 


ONE 
REAL ESTATE man 
said if minority housing could 
be provided in a single com­ 
munity, “that would be ideal.” 
However, “this is not likely,” 
he said. 
In Palatine, Realtor J a c k 
Kemmerly said, “I don’t think 
the order will affect us here. 
There have been very few mi­ 
nority groups in our office. We 
have found they want to be 
around their own kind. 
“It’s not the monetary con­ 
sideration, but whether they’ll 
be socially accepted.”

To Farmers: 
December 14 
Is Deadline 


December 14 is the last day 
for signing up under the 1963 
wheat stabilization program, it 
was announced this week by 
Carl M. Bormet, chairman Cook 
County 
Agricultural 
Stabiliza­ 
tion and Conservation Commit 
tee. 


“This means that less than a 
month remains in which grow­ 
ers may file applications to take 
part in the 1963 winter wheat 
stabilization program,” 
th e 
chairman said. 


“Farmers who participate in 
the 1963 program will be eligible 
to receive special payments for 
voluntarily diverting a part of 
their allotment or base acreage 
from the production of wheat 
and devoting that acreage to a 
conservation use. 


“THEY WILL also qualify for 
extra - support payments and 
for the regular price-support 
loan or purchase agreements.” 
Under this voluntary wheat 
reduction 
program, 
farmers 
may divert from 20 to 50 per 
cent of their wheat allotment or 
base acreage. 


Growers are cautioned, how 
ever, to sign up for only the 
amount of acreage they intend 
to divert. Failure to divert the 
full amount of acreage signed 
up would result in loss of di­ 
version and price-support pay­ 
ments, as well as loss of eligi­ 
bility for the regular wheat 
price-support loan or purchase 
agreement

Leaders of five northwest suburbs moved toward a 
mutual boundary pact last week as they met in Rolling 
Meadows City Hall to discuss expansion plans. 
The nebulous concept of planning ultimate annexa­ 
tion goals began to take on substance in the relaxed at­ 
mosphere around the conference table, resulting in a de­ 
prepared to draw their tenta- 
cision to meet again Dec. 4. 
Only R o l l i n g Meadows 
Mayor John J. Woods, who 
called the conference, was 
prepared to state his city’s 
tentative goals. 
The other officials, who came 
without instructions from their 
village boards, were President 
James Gibson of Elk Grove, E. 
R. Pinger, president of Hoffman 
Estates, Palatine president Wil­ 
bur D. Harris and Trustee Eu­ 
gene Schlickman of Arlington 
Heights. 
BOB ATCHER, president of 
Schaumburg, replied his village 
would not be represented until 
after 
next 
spring’s 
election 
when a president and four trus­ 
tees are to be chosen. 
There was sympathy from the 
others 
for 
Rolling 
Meadows, 
which is locked in by other vil­ 
lages in most directions. Ex­ 
cept for the small unincorpo­ 
rated industrial area at the rail­ 
road and Rohlwing Road, the 
city can grow only to the south 
and a limited amount to the 
west. 
Rolling 
Meadows 
aldermen 
have set their sights on squar 
ing off the city limits starting 
at Algonquin and Wilke Roads, 
east along Algonquin to Elk 
Grove Road, south to Higgins, 
west to Meacham and north 
along 
Meacham 
and 
Plum 
Grove Road to Plum Grove 
Country side, annexed to the city 
in 1961. 


“THIS WOULD bring in Pure 
Oil,” remarked Mayor Woods, 
outlining the area on a com­ 
posite map of Palatine, Wheel­ 
ing, Elk Grove and Schaumburg 
townships. “We hide nothing.” 
“You sure don’t,” remarked 
Pinger earnestly, and the good 
natured banter set the pace for 
the entire session. It might have 
been a friendly poker game, 
with the fivesome showing just 
enough of their hands to draw 
the others out. 
Elk Grove has considered an 
nexation of the forest preserve 
land, part of it included in Roll­ 
ing Meadows’ goals. “We could 
then exert control over devel­ 
opments which might be unde­ 
sirable,” said Gibson, noting 
that policing the vast recrea­ 
tion areas is a definite liability. 


CONTROL 
OVER 
develop­ 
ment is the key reason for an­ 
nexations, according to Schlick­ 
man, who maintained “if an­ 
other municipality can control 
it as well or better, we (Arling­ 
ton Heights) would be inclined 
to let it go.”

Worse Than New Expressways 
Article Says Local Streets ‘Most Dangerous’ Roadways 


So you think the quiet residential street in front of your 
home is safer than the expressway you drive to work? 
The truth is just the opposite, according to a revealing arti­ 
cle in the autumn issue (rf Home & Highway, policyholder maga­ 
zine of the Allstate Insurance 
Companies. 


The article points to local 
streets as the most dangerous 
type of city roadway. The fatal 
accident Hate on Chicago’s local 


streets in a recent year was 4.7 
accidents per IOO million 
ve­ 
hicle miles of travel, nearly 
three times as high as express­ 
ways. 


LOCAL STREETS were the 


scene of six times as many 
nonfatal accidents as on ex­ 
pressways, according to the ar­ 
ticle. 
Written for Home & Highway 
by Hal Higdon, the safety story 
shows high speed and heavy 
traffic are not necessarily the 
only factors contributing to ac­ 
cidents. 
Plain 
complacency 


plays an even larger part. 
Which part of the local street 
is most dangerous? Higdon re­ 
ports intersections where local 
traffic must cross or enter ar­ 
terial streets account for one of 
every foul* Chicago accidents. 


ANOTHER dangerous area is 
the intersection with no traffic 


control system where motorists 
fight for their “right-of-way” 
against other drivers. 


Other hazards of side streets 
include 
blind 
intersections, 
dense parking, 
narrow streets 
and children at play. On ex­ 
pressways, these hazards have 
been engineered out of the traf-

The Allstate article tells how 
traffic engineers have found 
patterns of danger by charting 
accidents within a city. 
FOR EXAMPLE, side streets 
next to heavily-traveled arteri­ 
al streets often have high acci­ 
dent rates because many driv­ 
ers attempt to escape the con­ 
gestion by shifting to parallel 
local roads. 
Safety experts recognize the 
value of discouraging this prac­ 
tice and the habit of seeking 
short cuts through residential 
areas 
by 
designing 
curved 
streets, 
T - intersections 
and 
dead ends into new develop­ 


ments. 
These help keep through traf­ 
fic out of the residential com­ 
munity because they require 
slow speeds and frequent stops. 
THE ARTICLE offers seven 
hints to make side street driv­ 
ing safer: 
1. 
Use special care when 
backing out of a driveway to 
make sure no child is behind 
the car. 
2. Slow down near parked 
cars. 
Drive 
near 
center 
of 
street when possible to get 
more maneuvering room. 
3. Reduce speed when you see 
children ahead. Be ready ,to 
stop quickly. 
4. 
Do .not 
trust 
one-way 
streets. Keep alert for oncom­ 
ing cars. 


5. BEWARE of blind inter­ 
sections. When vision is reduc­ 
ed, slow down before reaching 
the corner. 


6. When practical, cross a 
major arterial street on anoth­ 
er arterial street so that traffic 
signals can help you. 
7. Always use arterial streets 
in preference to side streets. 
Although more busy, they are 
designed for greater safety and 
can carry more vehicles longer 
distances efficiently.

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By Secretary of State 
IPs Warned

MACOMB, ILL., (UPI) — Police magistrates and 
justices of the peace attending the Illinois Traffic 
Court Conference at Western Illinois University Tuesday 
were told by Secretary of State Charles F. Carpentier 
that failure to report convictions for moving traffic vio­ 
lations to his office is an omission of duty under the law. 
Carpentier said, “Square 
ly upon the shoulders of the 
courts rests the responsibil­ 
ity for identifying the dan­ 
gerous and borderline driv­ 
ers so the state m ay either 
take them off the road or seek 
to improve their driving habits.” 
“We intend that our revoca­ 
tions and suspensions of driver 
licenses shall 
mean 
precisely 
what they say — stop driving,” 
Carpentier said. 
“The people who live in the 
same neighborhood with the town 
drunk or the teen-age hot-rodder 
who can’t seem to turn a corner 
on more than two wheels . . . 
they have good reason to wonder 
about law enforcement when they 
see those two potential killers 
still driving after the local news­ 
paper has carried the story that 
their licenses have been revok­ 
ed.” 


THE MAGISTRATES and jus­ 
tices indicated a cross-section of 
views on the new judicial amend­ 
ment passed in the Nov. 6 gener­ 
al election.

In addressing a recent an­ 
nual convention of the Wiscon­ 
sin State Nurses Association in 
Milwaukee, Dean Mullane call­ 
ed for increased authority for 
nurses, and college and univer­ 
sity nursing programs which 
are interesting and challenging. 
“Without the authority to in­ 
fluence its own direction,” she 
said, “nursing cannot mature, 
it cannot serve adequately nor 
can it attract and retain the 
kind of brain power and dedi­ 
cation from the coming gener­ 
ation of college-bound women 
that its practitioners have al­ 
ways brought to it.” 


“WHEN NURSING was sim­ 
ple, 
practice 
and 
education 
could be simple, too," said 
Dean Mullane. "But the ad­ 
vance of science and service 
has ended the era of simplicity 
in either nursing practice or 
nursing education.'’ 
“The traditional view of the 
nurse as the employe of the 
hospital, and the assistant to 
the physician is safe," she said, 
“but the future cannot be serv­ 
ed by it as the past was.” 
However, since the demand 
for nursing services far exceeds 
the number of nurses, she indi­ 
cated that “obviously, it will 
not be possible or desirable to 
staff our nursing services with 
college graduates alone.”

State Income Tax Would Kill 
Revenue 
Reforrn- 
La

Legislative leaders of both parties agreed Saturday 
that a provision for a state income tax would doom a new reve­ 
nue article to the Illinois Constitution. 
“I’ll say flatly that if an income tax proposal were included, 
there’d be no new revenue arti-‘ 
cie,” House GOP leader William 
E. Pollack, Chicago, said. 
“If they come up with a reve­ 
nue article that would provide 
for an income tax, I’m afraid it 
would not be adopted,” Senate 
Democratic leader 
Donald 
J. 
O’Brien, Chicago, said. 
The man at the head of the 
commission working on a new 
revenue article said its passage 
was “at best a long shot propo­ 
sition.” 
Robert S. Cushman, chairman 
of the Illinois Revenue Study 
Commission, said supporters of 
a new article were going about 
it “in the wrong way.” 


“THEY SHOULD push consti­ 
tutional tax reform entirely apart 
der to practice safely.” (A-14 from the idea of making avail 


able new sources of revenue,” 
Cushman said. 
“Most of them 
are pushing reform with the idea 
of getting new sources of money 
instead of taking a cold hard 
look at things and coming up 
with a plan to push reform en­ 
tirely on its own merits. 
“The way things stand now, 
it’s not even worth drafting a 
resolution on the subject,” 
he 
said. 


The 18-member commission — 
made up of six citizens — formed 
a subcommittee to work on the 
article. 
The subcommittee is headed 
by Paul E. Mathias, an attorney 
for the Illinois Agricultural As­ 
sociation, the state’s American 
Farm Bureau Federation organ­ 


ization. The association favors a 
state income tax. 
The present revenue article in 
the constitution was ratified in 
1870. It has been virtually un­ 
amended during the past 92 
years. 


A NEW ARTICLE would need 
the approval of two-thirds of the 
senators, two-thirds of the repre­ 
sentatives, and either two-thirds 
of the state’s voters voting on 
the amendment or a simple ma­ 
jority of the voters casting bal­ 
lots in the same election. 
“To get that would be prac­ 
tically 
impossible,” 
Cushman, 
the mayor of Highland Park and 
a Chicago attorney, said.

SEN. ARRINGTON, declaring 
this a “needless session,” point­ 
ed out that the governor had in­ 
tended some of the money to be 
used for salaries of state em­ 
ployes, 
a fact the 
governor 
didn’t stipulate “until he got 
angry after the session.” 
Carroll said he did not see 
any difference in approving the 
$27 million at the special ses­ 
sion or waiting until the gather­ 
ing in January. 
“But,” 
he 
asserted, 
“I 
wouldn't have voted for any 
more than that.” 
He pointed out that the IPAC 
originally was asking for $12,- 
000 for a public relations man. 
“I don’t think they have to sell 
people to get them on the relief 
rolls. I think we should be Seil­ 
ing to get them off,” Carroll 
said. 


REP. BERNARD Peskin, D- 
6th, said the Republican ar­ 
guments, “are just a lot of 
bunk.” 
Peskin 
said there was only 
one financial report that had 
any official merit and that was 
provided by Ted Leth of the 
Department of Finance, show­ 
ing the IPAC need. 
Sen. Graham had said there 
were 
four 
financial studies 
floating around the Legislature 
—none with figures that 
were 
similar. 
According to Peskin, ‘‘If there 
were other studies, the Republi­ 
cans kept them to themselves. 
1 didn’t see them.” 


WITH REFERENCE to the 
aid for salaries, Peskin said he 
saw nothing wrong in providing 
increases promised for more 
than six years to employes of 
the mental health program. He 
said present salaries for mental 
home 
attendants 
is 
$254 a 
month. 
‘‘There are over 350 empty 
beds at one institution,” he 
said, ‘‘in spite of a waiting list. 
You just can’t get qualified per­ 
sonnel for $254 a month.” 
Peskin said t h e emergency 
appropriations asked for by Gov. 
Kerner would have been used 
for the IPAC if the case load 
should be as large as expected, 
but said the money would be 
used to provide salary increases 
if IPAC expenditures were less 
than anticipated. 


“I’M AFRAID the picture 
is not going to be better next 
year,” he said. “Illinois has a 
long history of not paying any 
attention to tile state’s welfare 
needs.. .the general need of the 
people within the state. 
I’m 
fearful the makeup of the next 
general session won’t give it 
any better stature.” 
Graham said he thought most 
of the Republicans were against 
the $27 million 
appropriation 
the governor did receive, but 
voted for it anyway. 
Behind the wrangling over the 
special session was the muddy 
cloak of politics. 
THE GOP leaders say Kerner 
was attempting to push for the 
additional 
funds 
far enough 
ahead of time not to permit the 
Republicans to use the debates 
as campaign material to in­ 
fluence the Chicago mayoral 
election in April. 
Democrats, too, charged “pol­ 
itics.”

“The obsolescence of the na­ 
tion-state is a political develop­ 
ment, but civil defense is basic­ 
ally a physical response to that 
obsolescence—not a social or po­ 
litical response. 
Civil defense 
would attempt to resist the po­ 
litical evolution of the nation­ 
state by putting a physical shell 
around its citizens. 


“ IN WHICH direction do we 
hope to go? Can we build a 
shell for a handful of our people, 
hide from our opponents’ power, 
retreat to the backwaters, and 
survive? Or should we follow7 
the way of man—move forward 
into using new techniques of 
conflict and competition, 
wel- 
' come change instead of fearing 
it, use our flexibility and intelli­ 
gence to outwit and outrun the 
adversary? 
“The choice that faced the 
President in 1961 and continues 
to face all Americans today is 
the choice posed by a failure 
of any system of defense. 
“Shall we retreat from the 
conflict with the Com rn u n i s t 
states, or seek to carry on that 
conflict in new ways? 
T h a t 
choice was posed by the debate 
over civil defense, but n e v e r 
made; the choice is still before 
us.” 
What is the case against civil 
defense? 
Stated simply, the authors see 
peace as offering the only pro­ 
tection to American society, not 
a proliferation of holes in back­ 
yards. 
Civil defense has not been ex­ 
posed to the test of debate. It 
is 
threatening to become 
an 
American institution by default. 


THE MEDIA have seemed 


more 
eager to offer plans for 
fall-out shelters than to discuss 
the probable effects of a mas­ 
sive civil defense program on 
the morale and future of the 
country. 
“America In Hiding” offers a 
bit of fresh thinking in 
t h e 
stagnant atmosphere that seems 
to pervade the country when a 
vital issue is crying for intelli­ 


gent debate. 
One chapter, “The Reality, 
Both Red and Dead,” is a gem 
in itself. A good part of the book 
is devoted to discussion of the 
motives of the Pentagon in pro­ 
moting a stockaded country.

Insurance Claims 
For Jobs Rising 


Continuing unemployment of 
workers 
involved in seasonal 
and inventory layoffs in recent 
weeks caused claims for job in­ 
surance to rise, State Director 
of Labor Robert R. Donnelly re­ 
ported this week. 
The Illinois claimant total of 
79,597 for the week ending Nov. 
17 was 2.5 per cent higher than 
the 77,648 claimants in the pre­ 
ceding week, but 13 per cent 
below the 91,116 persons who 
filed in the comparable week of 
1961. 
“Of the total state claimants,” 
Donnelly observed, “43,952 filed 
in Cook and DuPage counties. 
While this figure showed an in­ 
crease over the 42,938 who filed 
claims in the immediately prior 
week, it remained 8.4 per cent 
below the 47,969 who filed in 
the corresponding period of last 
year.” 


DONNELLY called attention to 
the fact that, after increasing 
consistently for four weeks, the 
number of initial claimants in 


the week ending November 17 
dropped by 7.2 per cent to 13,- 
076, or 1,020 under the 14,096 
who filed initially in the pre­ 
ceding week and ll per cent 
less than the 14,650 initial fil­ 
ings in the comparable week a 
year ago. 


Cook and DuPage counties ac­ 
counted for 6,568 of the total 
initial claimants, a 4.9 per cent 
decrease from the 6,905 of the 
preceding week 
and 3.2 per

the 
6,786 initial 
claimants in the same week of 
1961.

GROCERY CONTENTS IMPORTANT 
Food Labeling: For Public’s Benefit? 


Reporter Asks 
Big Question 


by TOM EDWARDS 


(First of two articles) 


How sure can the American public be of the safety 
of food on the nation’s grocery shelves and of its nutri­ 
tional value? 
How do we know if the welter of chemicals being 
placed in our foods are not harmful, or how much of each 
chemical is in the food? 
How do we know if the 
meats do or don’t contain 
antibiotics, t r a n q u ilizers 
and artificial sex hormones, 
all now common additives 
to livestock feeds. 


The individual consumer is 
almost totally dependent upon: 
(1) The label on the food prod­ 
uct for his knowledge of it, and 
(2) the regulations and checks 
of government agencies few* the 
quality and purity of food. 
What it boils down to is that 
he is dependent upon the en­ 
forcement of laws passed by the 
U.S. Congress and the Illinois 
Legislature for the wholesome­ 
ness of his foods—even for the 
accuracy of their labels. 
IF HISTORY is any index, 
food producers and distributors 
are not concerned with health, 
but almost totally with moneta­ 
ry profits. By cheapening their 
product, more wholesome com­ 
petition may be squeezed out of 
the market. 
Is this not the age of the “hard 
sell”? Is not quantity rather 
than quality the major goal of 
U.S. farmers? 
“The growing custom of in­ 
troducing an endless series of 
biologically foreign molecules 
into the human organism for 
various 
commercial 
advan­ 
tages is not unlike throwing 
a collection of nuts and bolts 
into the most delicate machin­ 
ery known,” William Long- 
good quotes a “noted cancer 
researcher” in his book “The 
Poisons in Your Foods.” pub­ 
lished in I960. 
And he quotes “one of Bri­ 
tain’s 
best known” 
research 
physicians, 
“Our patients 
are 
consuming substances which if 
they knew, they would never 
dream of touching,” and “medi­ 
cal experts . . . are no less ig­ 
norant than their patients, in re­ 
spect to many of the question­ 
able substances being used in 
foods.” 
SOME PROTECTION is being 
given consumers by the Feder­ 
al Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act 
enforced by the U.S. Food and 
Drug 
Administration. 
(Scant 
protection appears to be derived 
from the Foods, Dairies and 
Standards Division of the Illi­ 
nois Agriculture Department.) 
Recently an artificial flavor­ 
ing ingredient, saffrole, used in 
root beer for many years, was 
banned after it was discovered 
it is unsafe for human consump­ 
tion. Nitrogen trichloride, used 


for 25 years to bleach and arti­ 
ficially age flour, was gradual­ 
ly removed from the market 
after a British scientist discov­ 
ered it gave dogs 
“running 
fits,” for which “canine hyste­ 
ria” is another name. (Bleach­ 
ing and aging chemical now be­ 
ing used is chlorine dioxide.) 
Coumarin. an ingredient of 
imitation 
vanilla 
flavoring, 
jwas recently put on the for­ 
bidden list after 75 years of 
general use. It was found to 
produce serious liver damage 
in experimental animals. 
Dulcin, used as an artificial 
sweetening agent for about 50 
years, is now also prohibited. 
Its drawback, it was discovered, 
is that it caused cancer in ex­ 
perimental animals. 
THE FDA also checks on 
spoilage, bruised fruit, foreign 
matter in cans, and other things 
such as whether the size of peas 
is as advertised. 
Nutritional claims for value 
of the artificial vitamins that 
are added to foods may also be 
regulated by the FDA. However, 
the actual nutritional value it­ 
self, 
say 
a 
carrot, 
depends 
greatly upon farming practices. 
For the nutritional value of 
one carrot may be consider­ 
ably more than another, de­ 
pending essentially upon the 
fertility of the soil in which it 
is grown. There are no checks 
made 
by 
any 
government 
agency as to how rich or 
lousy, polluted or barren, the 
soil is in which food is grown 
for the common market 
Basically, all the consumer 
has to go on is the label on food 
products. 
In an FDA booklet entitled 
“Read the Label,” it is pointed 
out that labeling laws “are fur­ 
nishing consumers with the in­ 
formation they need to be in­ 
telligent purchasers and to pro­ 
tect the health of their fami­ 
lies.” But it is necessary that 
the public “make use of the in­ 
formation provided on the la­ 
bel.” 
A CHECK OF the grocery 
store should prove this to be a 
gross 
overstatement 
by 
the 
FDA. Although all the known 
ingredients may be listed on the 
label, the quantity of each is 
never stated, except for a few 
definitely 
harmful 
compounds 
required by law 
to be 
listed 
qualitatively, such as benzoate of 
soda. 
Even if the basic ingredients 
are all named on the wrappers, 
there is no way of telling how 


those who wish to watch the in­ 
take of such things as sugar by 
themselves or by their children, 
a check of labels shows that 
sugar is used in everything from 
cold meats to breakfast cereals, 
catsup and bread. How much is 
your guess? What was involved 
in the refining of your sugar is 
also your guess? 


As for additives, the FDA 
booklet states. “Each year 
the Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration vitamin experts an­ 
alyze over 1,000 samples of 
(artificial) 
vitamin-enriched 
foods. White rats and baby 
chicks are still used for test­ 
ing the vitamins that cannot 
be tested accurately by the 
newer, streamlined methods.” 
It must be reassuring to the 
public to know that potential 


debilitating 
chemicals 
have 
been tested on rats, white ones 
at that. 


OBVIOUSLY the final guinea 
pig is the public. If over a peri­ 
od of 50 years of consumption 
(considerably longer than a rat 
has to put up with any chemi­ 
cal conglomeration), the indi­ 
vidual does not develop cancer 
or some other degenerative dis­ 
ease, then the food and chemi­ 
cal concoction is safe. 
The only trouble is that the 
actual causes and all the con­ 
tributing factors of the illnesses 
that beset man are never def­ 
initely determined. And even if 
a disease is attributed to food 
additives, which one of the sun­ 
dry chemicals the individual in­ 
gests daily would it be? 
(Last year a northern Illi­ 


nois trout hatchery discovered 
that IOO per cent of its trout 
being fed a new concentrated 
food high in additives had 
cancer.) 
Sale of “enriched” bread has 
been forbidden in Canada as an 
economic fraud, according to 
Leonard Wickenden in his book 
“Our Daily Poison” published in 
1956. 


“HOW MANY people are dy­ 
ing now or will die in the fu­ 
ture because our food laws are 
designed to protect commercial 
interests first, and people aft­ 
erward?” Longgood questions. 
(How well labeling laws and 
government a g e n c i e s are 
keeping food distributors in 
line will be explored in a sec­ 
ond article next week.)

A VAST ASSORTMENT of food concoctions 
distributed under a vast number of brand 
names faces the housewife in local markets. 
The consumer depends upon the label for his 
information on the product’s contents, quali­ 
ty, and purity. But there are about 500 food 


additives and about 600 agricultural chemi­ 
cals which could be present in the food in 
greater or lesser abouts. What may be lurk­ 
ing in trace amounts in anything from orang­ 
es to cake mix is an increasiengly “un­ 
known” factor for the individual consumer. 


much and what residues of the 
vast array of highly poisonous 
insecticides now blankety used 
by farmers may be in the food. 
Nor are the chemicals that 
may be used in preparing the 
food mentioned on the label, 
or the mechanical processing 
that may affect the food. 
Nor is there any way for the 
public to tell how much stilbest­ 
rol, an artificial female hor­ 
mone, used extensively in ani­ 
mal feeds, is present in a steak 
or ham. 


(THE HORMONE works the 
same cm any animal, human or 
otherwise. 
In testimony before 
a congressional committee in­ 
vestigating the matter in 
1952, 
a California doctor stated there 
seems to be a tendency in the 
rising generation for “a neu­ 
trality of configuration and not 
too full maleness and female­ 
ness.” ) 
Further, the labeling of many 
so-called “standardized” foods 
is still not required. 
A bill which would have re­ 
quired the complete listing of 
ingredients on labels (that is, 
known components) was pro­ 
posed in Congress last year. 
It was vehemently opposed by 
food manufacturers. 
It is claimed that housewives 
do not read the labels anyway, 
and base their decisions on the 
attractiveness of the label rath­ 
er than what it says. Besides, it 
would be an added expense to 
the manufacturers to complete­ 
ly list the ingredients, it is con­ 
tended, and chemical names 
have no meaning to almost all 
consumers. 


A 
CONTRADICTING 
argu­ 
ment is also put forward by 
food dealers. It is that listing 
of the names of some of the 
ingredients will scare the pur­ 
chaser away (that is, hurt busi­ 


ness) and approval of the FDA salad 
dressing, 
cheese, 
corn 
to use the ingredient should be 1 meal, flour, bread, cheese milk, 
mayonnaise, jellies and tomato 
all that is necessary. 
Noticing 
the 
great 
lengths 
manufacturers go to extoll their 
products, to enumerate its food 
values, to print testimonials on 
box tops, to provide recipes on 
the label for use of the prod­ 
uct—any argument that a list­ 
ing of the ingredients would be 
an excessive burden on the 
manufacturer would seem pure­ 
ly a falsehood. The ingredients 
seem always to be listed nearly 
as inconspicuously as possible. 
A new law, 
the 
Federal 
Hazardous Substances Label­ 
ing Act was passed in 1961. 
But often such laws only come 
into being after stark trage­ 
dies, such as the recent birth 
of deformed babies due to 
thalidomide. How much sub­ 
tle, insidious damage to the 
nation’s health may be done 
before there is clear evidence 
that protective measures have 
to be set up, and finally are? 
And 
whatever 
the 
federal 
laws may be, they only apply 
to goods which move in inter­ 
state commerce. Those which 
are manufactured and sold in 
Chicago, like ice cream, are not 
subject to federal standards. 


THE VALIDITY of labels may 
be further suspect since many 
food wholesalers and retailers 
have nothing to do with the 
processing and canning of what 
they sell. They only attach their 
brand names, and whatever else 
is required by law on the label, 
to foods processed and pack­ 
aged by another firm. 
“Standardized” foods are for­ 
mulations completely approved 
by the FDA. Therefore, such 
foods do not have to have the

“I feel you must delegate re­ 
sponsibility or become a poor 
administrator,” says Beckman. 
The problems cause some 
sleepless nights, however. One 
night, while Beckman was re­ 
laxing after work watching Ar­ 
lington High play football, it 
suddenly occurred to him that 
he had forgotten to arrange for 
a bus to transport the Forest 
View team to a road game the 
following night.

night,” he recalls, “until I fi­ 
nally got home and checked my 
notes. The coaches don’t have 
to think about these things.” 
Beckman, who coached foot­ 
ball for 12 years, and whose 
1960 Prospect team won the In­ 
terim League title in an unbeat­ 
en campaign, said he enjoys his 
new duties but misses coaching. 
“I never realized I would miss 
coaching football as much as I 
did,” he said recently. 


THERE ARE some athletic 
directors 
who d o u b l e 
a s 
coaches, but Beckman felt time 
would not allow him a dual ca­ 
pacity at a new high school. 
He still enjoys talking over 
coaching 
problems 
with 
his 
staff and making suggestions 
for improvement. And there is 
still time to help a wayward 
student readjust. 
Beckman is a graduate of the 
University of Nebraska (1950) 
and completed work on his Mas­ 
ter’s degree at Northwestern 
University. He also attended 
Penn State during World War 
II under the old Marine Corps 
V-12 program. 


HE BEGAN his coaching ca­ 
reer at Arlington High in 1951, 
later transferred to Prospect as 
head football coach in 1958.

D etails Are A vailable 
Survey Provides Trip 
Program in Illinois 


Did you know th a t the 
Ohio R iver once sliced its 
w ay southw est t h r o u g h 
Southern Illinois? 
Did you know th a t the 
rich farm lands of C entral 
Illinois can be attributed to 
the ice that covered the state 
for thousands of years? 
Did you know that coral reefs 
can be found in rock near Chi­ 
cago? 
In 1962, more than 2,440 Illi­ 
nois 
residents 
acquired 
a 
broader 
knowledge 
of 
their 
state’s geology and mineral re­ 
sources. By attending the geo- 
logical-science field trips spon­ 
sored by the Illinois State Geo­ 
logical Survey, they were given 
a glimpse of a huge, diversi­ 
fied mineral industry and a 
wide, 
varied 
landscape that 
they had never really “seen” 
before. 


THE SURVEY’S annual field 
trip program is a unique state 
service and is not available in 
any other state. Designed es­ 
pecially for teachers to provide 
materials and information for 
classroom use, the trips also 
are open to students, amateur 
geologists, rock collectors, and 
other of the general public. 
According to tour leader Ed 
Odom, in charge of the Sur­ 
vey’s educational extension sec­ 
tion, the 1962 attendance total is 
a record for the program. The 
Geological Survey initiated the 
service in 1929 by holding field 
conferences for small groups of 


teachers to acquaint them with 
their local geology. 
Since that time the program 
has been expanded and opened 
to interested citizens throughout 
the state. 


SIX FIELD TRIPS are con­ 
ducted each year in widely sep­ 
arated areas of the state. Three 
trips 
are 
conducted 
in 
the 
Spring; three, in the Fall. The 
1962 series included tours from 
Golconda, 
Pittsfield, 
Starved 
Rock, 
Amboy, 
Neoga, 
and 
Greenville. 
Each trip covers about 50 
miles with seven to nine stops. 
A trip with 350 participants will 
have a caravan of from 60-70 
cars plus several buses. When 
more people turn out, such as 
the 800 attending the Starved 
Rock field trip last Spring, the 
caravan is divided into sections 
with a Survey staff member 
leading each. 
Participants 
receive 
guide- 
leaflets containing mileage, di­ 
rections, notes on points of in­ 
terest, and detailed geological 
information 
on 
the 
selected 
stops. Each car is given a 
route map and stickers are pro­ 
vided for back windows to in­ 
sure continuity during the con­ 
voy movement. State police as­ 
sist in the direction of the car­ 
avan on major highways. 


THE FIELD TRIPS require 
extensive 
and detailed plan­ 
ning. 
Several 
weeks 
ahead 
Odom 
and 
other 
geologists 
scout the area for interesting 


geologic features accessible by 
road. 
Back in the office, the geolo­ 
gists plot the route on compo­ 
site 'topographic maps of the 
area and check Survey publi­ 
cations and files for geologic 
information on the i*rea and on 
•the selected stops in particular. 
This information is worked into 
the road log. Maps, diagrams, 
charts, and fossil illustrations 
are 
added 
to 
complete the 
guideleafiet. 
Among the field trip pro­ 
gram’s most enthusiastic fans 
are the thousands of rock and 
mineral and fossil collectors 
throughout the state. “Rock- 
hounds” find the trips not only 
an excellent source of new 
specimens but an opportunity to 
learn the geologic 
background 
which adds new dimensions to 
their hobby. 
They’ve found there is no 
area of the state where a dili­ 
gent hunter can’t find rocks of 
interest. 


THE SURVEY’S Spring field 
trip schedule will include trips 
starting from Marion in Wil­ 
liamson County, April 20, 1963; 
from Farmington, Fulton Coun­ 
ty, May 4, and from Belvidere, 
Winnebago County, May 18. 
A complete file of past trips 
is kept by the Survey. Schools 
and clubs interested in repeat­ 
ing a trip can obtain guide- 
leaflets and maps of the areas 
in which they are interested by 
writing to the Illinois State 
Geological Survey, Urbana.

“Some of them, because of 
their loose attachment to the 
labor market, are unaware of 
the necessity and importance of 
showing their social security 
cards. Some of them don’t have 
cards.

“And some employers,” he 
adds, “in the rush to hiring and 
other duties, neglect to insist on 
seeing a properly issued social 
security card for each new 
worker.

A PADDOCK REVIEW 
BOB Players Pull Off Good ( 
and Dolls ’

The blare of carefully 
dissonant brass started the 
Best Off Broadway Players’ 
production of “Guys and 
D o 11 s’* on its raucous, 
Runyonesque way. T h i s 
musical based on a tale by 
Damon 
Runyon 
a b o u t 
his 
Broadway, a strange land peo­ 
pled by characters like Nathan 
Detroit, Nicely-Nicely Johnson, 
Harry the Horse, is a Gotham 
fairy tale. 
Its no easy task for a Mid­ 
western group like BOB to un­ 
dertake — but they pulled it 
off. 


DIRECTOR 
James 
Hughes 
deserves much credit for trans­ 
forming his crew of suburban 
Midwesterners into the night 
people of Broadway. 
The action moves at the prop­ 
er frantic big-city pace. Spe­ 
cial majition should be made 
of the Havana scene (before 
Castro the program notes.) It 
is a gem of timing. 
Standout performance honors 
go to the two off-beat lovers — 
Pat Lemker as Adelaide and Ed 
Joyce as Nathan Detroit. The 
program would have us believe 
that this was Pat Lemker’s sec­ 
ond appearance on stage. Far 
be it from me to argue with 
program notes — but anyone 
would be a bit skeptical. Ob­ 
viously, she is a natural. 
HER TIMING and delivery of 
lines is well nigh perfect. And 
she makes “Adelaide’s Lament” 
what it is intended to be — one 
of the stand-out numbers of the 
show. 
She is aided in her role by 
her remarkable facial resem­ 
blance to Vivian Blaine, the 
Adelaide of the Broadway and 
Hollywood versions. But if she 


reminds us of Frank Sinatra, 
she still would have been good. 
Playing Nathan to her Ade­ 
laide, Ed Joyce is the epitome 
of a Runyon character — rotten 
and lovable. Where else but in 
Runyonland would a hero be the 
proprietor of the oldest, estab­ 
lished floating crap game in 
New York? 


NATHAN’S role is basically 
straight comedy and only in the 
number “Sue Me” does he get 
a chance to sing. 
But 
when Joyce gets his 
chance, he reveals a very good ! 
voice, indeed. It would have 
seemed wasted if he had not 
been such a perfect Nathan. 
As the principal, more tradi­ 
tional lovers, Ellen Janda and 
Wally Williams have the diffi­ 
cult task of counterpointing the 
more colorful roles of Adelaide 
and Nathan. Williams comes off 
with more of the honors in this 
since he is the more convincing 
actor. 
MRS. JANDA seems to be 
reading, rather than speaking 
many of her lines — particular­ 
ly *in the early scenes. Although 
she portrays a prim mission 
worker, it is possible to be 
naturally prim instead (rf stilt­ 
ed. 
On the other hand, she is 
physically and vocally well cast. 
Her singing voice is beautifully 
clear. The one exception is the 
drunk scene, her most success­ 
ful acting scene, with the song 
“If I Were a Bell.” In her at­ 
tempt to get low down, her voice 
let down. 
Williams’ voice, while not as 
artistically good as Mrs. Jan- 
da’s has the proper virility for 
the role of the romantic gam­ 
bler. He is, however, in better 
voice in the first act and seems 
definitely straining in the all- 
stops-out “Luck Be a Lady.” 


THE TEMPO and 
flavor of 
the show is set in the first num­ 
ber “Fugue For Tinhorns.” Neil 
Doren, Jim Sprinkle, and Tom 
Ruston do right by the number 
and the play as they tout their 
favorite ponies. 
As Nicely - Nicely Johnson 
and Benny Southstreet, Doren 
and Sprinkle join up in a show- 
stopping rendition of the title 
song. Although Doren is good in 
a better role, I give my nod to 
Sprinkle for a more colorful per­ 
formance. 
Another notable Runyonesque 
on the landscape is Harry the 
Horse, played by George Palm­ 
er. 
His character seems a bit 
over-drawn at first, but I’ve 
got to admit he grows on you. 


AND WE mustn’t forget that 
foreigner, Big Jule from Chica­ 
go, played by Paul Jensen as a 
Chicago gangster should be — 
flashy and funny. 
Bob Youman renders a prop­ 
erly touching “More I Cannot 
Wish You” as he gives the 
sketchy role of the old mission- 
er humor and character. 
There should be a special cer­ 
tification of merit for the men s 
chorus. Every word is clear and 
understandable — a very im­ 
portant consideration when you 
have Frank Loesser’s lyrics to 
sing. 


COSTUMES by Georgianna 
Palmer are colorfully grotesque 
—completely in tune with the 
never-never land of the locale. 
Settings by Joyce Zeller are 
excellent — just the right bal­ 
ance of fantasy and realism. 
“Guys and Dolls” is an admit­ 
tedly good musical, but it takes 
good production to bring out its 
special flavor. All hail to the 
BOB’S most flavorful produc­ 
tion.

A decade 
later, figures showed only 184 
male athletes and 18 females, a 
decrease of 330.7 per cent.

This compared 
with 416 men and 275 women in 
the theater in 1950, 54 of whom 
were not drawing pay checks. 
Another figure which fore­ 
casts further declines in these 
professions, was the vise of the 
state’s labor force during the 
’50’s. The decrease of actors 
and athletes occurred in the 
face of a rise in employment 
of 100,000 men and 200,000 wom­ 
en. 
THE 1960 census failed to 
turn up a single actor in the 
Springfield 
area, which may 
cause legislative reporters to 
raise their eyebrows. 
There was also some dispute 
as to the definition of a profes­ 
sional athlete. Some observers 
have wondered if certain col­ 
lege boys should fall into that 
category.

firm of Booz, Allen & Hamilton, 
Inc., Management Consultants, 
to make a survey of the school 
administrative and business sys­ 
tem. 
The survey will be conducted 
in two major parts. The first 
part will be a study of the or­ 
ganization structure and admin­ 
istrative staffing. Present ad­ 
ministrative organization of the 
school 
system 
including the 
Board of Education, the office 
of the superintendent and the 
administration to and including 
the level of department heads 
will be covered. The study of 
organization will include the 
central offices staff and the or­ 
ganizational 
units 
concerned 
with both educational and busi­ 
ness 
operations, 
instructional 
administration, business admin­ 
istration and personnel adminis­ 
tration. 


THE OBJECTIVE will be to 
develop recommendations to as­ 
sure clear lines of authority and 
responsibility, basic functional 
assignments, effective utiliza­ 
tion of staff, practical channels 
of communication and effective 
organizational interrelationships 
that will permit a coordinated 
team approach toward accomp­ 
lishing the basic responsibilities 
of the school system. 


This part of the survey will 
take from one or two months 
and cost about $8,000. 
The second part of the sur­ 
vey will be a business manage­ 
ment survey. This seeks to find 
means of improving the man­ 
agement of business operations 
and reducing and controlling op­ 
erating costs. Such changes will 
include 
only 
improvements 
which will not impair the qual­ 
ity of services of the school sys­ 
tem, the firm said. 
This survey phase will en­ 
compass budgeting, accounting 
an dfinancial control; purchas­ 
ing, warehousing and inventory 
control; office and clerical serv­ 
ices; building operations and 
maintenance, and other business 
services. This is slated for com­ 
pletion in two to three months 
at a cost of about $13,000. 


Booz, Allen & Hamilton stated 
they would be able to begin 
work promptly. Their first step 
will be to prepare a detailed 
work plan for review with the 
administration and board com­ 
mittee. 


DR. WILLIAM M. Staerkel, in 
charge of the firm’s school ad­ 
ministration section, will head 
the survey’s team on a day-to- 
day basis. Other specialists of 
the firm will assist him. 
The board indicated a man­ 
agement study was a “step in 
the right direction to greatly in­ 
crease the efficiency of the dis­ 
trict.” 
A committee consisting of 
Mrs. Eugenia Chapman, Arthur 
Aronson and Charles Fyfe have 
been studying the proposed pro­ 
gram since July. Their report 
noted that two other firms were 
considered. 
After 
reviewing 


qualifications and noting other 
studies made by the firms, it 
was their recommendation that 
Booz, Allen & Hamilton be hired. 


An Arlington Heights couple,

“SECONDLY, provided the 
response warrants any action, 
we’d like to contact local or­ 
ganizations which make yearly 
contributions to non-local chari­ 
ties and find out ii they’d be 
willing to channel such funds 
into our own hometown project. 
Then, maybe, we’d be able to 
get our idea beyond the talking 
stage.” 
Mr. and Mrs. Breda’s handi­ 
capped child, Gayle, is nine 
years old. Her parents report 


that for six years they sought, 
unsuccessfully 
despite 
many 
optimistic beginnings, to solve 
the problem without applying 
for 
state 
institutional 
care, 
knowing the wait would then be 
a long one. 
Three years ago there was 
nothing left but that, and as 
their names were placed on the 
waiting list they were told it 
would be at least four years be­ 
fore admission could be made. 


“WE KNOW we’re not the on­ 
ly ones in this almost impos­ 
sible situation, and it’s this in- 
between period that we’re con­ 
cerned with. Alone none of us 
can do much but hope we can 
outlast the waiting period. If we 
can all get together, pool our 
ideas and act on them, then an 
interim-care center could be a 
reality. We’d be doing it partly 
for ourselves, of course; but it 
would also serve that sad but 
inevitable portion of future par­ 
ents who’ll one day be struggl­ 
ing with the same problem,” 
they declared.

from the pool to the school by 
bus in time for first class. 
The Arlington parents take 
their children to St. Viator High 
School which is only a few 
blocks from the school for the 
same early morning hour. The 
team is then transported from 
the pool to school by bus. 


THE P R O S P E C T team is 
transported from school to pool 
and back to school since this is 
done at the close of school 
rather than at 6:45 in the morn­ 
ing.

school in time to make the last 
bus for their homes.

HOWEVER, it must be said 
that Mr. Wellek turned in an 
outstanding second act, probably 
because he lost some of his “be­ 
ginning of the play nervous 
ness.” 
Garth Boyer’s Bernie Dodd 
started off like Gang Busters. 
In the first act, this is unnec­ 
essary. Sure, the character of 
Dodd is described 
as being 
“machinegun - like” Fast. Ex­ 
citing. * 
But, with regard to first act 
pace, using Dodd in this man­ 
ner only destroys the rapidly- 
exciting lines he must deliver in 
act two. 


MR. BOYER’S performance, 
as a result, suffered in the first 
scene of the play. But, because 
he brought out the real Bernie 
Dodd in act two, using the first 
act interpretation, he was ex­ 
ceptionally fine. In fact, his 
scenes with Miss Bentley in the 
second act were outstanding. 
One scene 
in particular 
in 
which he kisses her, had all the 
necessary dramatics a Clifford 
Odets demands. (It is too bad 
that a rude and at times juve­ 
nile adult audience ruined this 
scene with its tittering and 
mumbling.) 
Mr. Boyer has an excellent 
voice, a fine delivery and the 
stage presence to make him one 
of the most important new dis­ 
coveries (?) DPTG has come up 
with in the last few years. 


• WILHELM Levander and Ed 
Sauer as producer and writer 
respectively were just what the 
“Country Girl” doctor ordered. 
Mr. Levander proved he has as 
fine a flair for comedy as Ed 
always had and still has. Others 
in the cast were Howard Shick, 
Faith Bevier, and John Beall. 
They all fared well (Miss Bevier 
must get over the temptation of 
stealing a quick eye at the aud­ 
ience when she doesn’t have a 
line.) 
Director Arthur Thorsen, the 
program noted, has a host of 
credits as writer, producer, di­ 
rector in and out of community 
theatre, not to mention current 
responsibilities in television pro­ 
duction. 
But, ironically, all these nota­ 


ble accomplishments and * ex­ 
periences, added to the hours 
he spends in his full time job, 
added to the fact that he com­ 
muted from Crystal Lake to Des 
Plaines to take the directorship 
of “Country Girl” might have 
proved the biggest disadvantage 
to himself and the Guild. 


THERE WERE moments in 
the play where Mr. Thorsen 
could have spent more time 
helping cast members search 
for defined 
characterization. 
Complete characterization. For 
example, letting Bernie Dodd’s 
personality disappear under a 
rat-at-tat-tat delivery and per­ 
mitting it to appear as late as 
the middle of Act Two. Pacing 
in scene one of Act One was 
haphazard. 
The fast and slows of line 
delivery (especially between the 
producer and director) were up­ 
setting to the audience. The di­ 
rection of the play, in general, 
seemed to indicate that all ener­ 
gy was spent making the most 
of the dramatic moments in act 
two. 
And act one (especially 
scene one) is much too impor­ 
tant to neglect. At the other end 
of the teeterboard is the fact 
that Director Thorsen did 
a 
highly - commendable job 
in 
blocking movements. A simple, 
but important responsibility. 
Strange as it may read — 
sometimes a director or pro­ 
ducer’s credits, wrapped to­ 
gether with his current daily 
responsibilities, can raise the 
question: “Will he be able to 
spend enough time helping his 
cast?”

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Enjoyable Listening: Phillips 
Northwest Symphony Appeals 
To Suburbs Musical Market 


by JIM PHILLIPS 
There was music again Sunday at Maine Township 
High School auditorium, courtesy of the Northwest Sym­ 
phony Orchestra, its conductor Perry Crafton, and So­ 
prano soloist Marguerite D’Arcy. 
The afternoon concert, attended by a well-disciplined 
family audience (and a large one at that) was entertain­ 
ing and certainly program­ 
med with the suburban mu 
sical market in mind. 
The orchestra cleared its 
instrumental throat via von 
Weber’s Oberon Overture and in 
doing so, was able to get rid of 
certain moments of second vio­ 
lin laziness. 
Unfortunately, what they did 
not get rid of was a case of oboe 
out-of-tuneitis, which prevailed 
very distinctly throughout the 
concert. The two oboes just 
couldn’t seem to find C on the 
same plain. 
Nevertheless, Oberon was a 
success because the woodwinds 
and strings blended into a crisp­ 
ness toward the finale of the 
work, and everyone joined in to 
assure a firm, pleasant ending. 


OBERON WAS, however, 
a 
mere preparatory preamble to 
Tschaikovsky’s Symphony No. 
5 in E Minor, which, without 
doubt was the finest portion of 
the entire program. Mr. Crafton 
drew a lilting graciousness out 
of this moody, but beautiful ex­ 
amination of Tschaikovsky at 
his best. 
The first movement was es­ 
pecially rewarding because of a 
tasteful blend of bassoons, cel­ 
los, violas, and clarinets. Their 
opening theme statements were 
properly somber, and played 
with a deep sense of mood-set­ 
ting responsibility. 


In particular, NSO showed 
it had a thoroughly profes­ 
sional clarinet section —well 
tuned, and technically accu­ 
rate with every sixteenth run 
in the Symphony No. 5 score. 
The second movement was 
hampered by out of tune mo­ 
ments from the double reeds. 
The andante cantabile also had 
its rough moments in 
the 


French 
Horn 
passages, es­ 
pecially in the so-called ‘“Moon 
Love” theme. 


HOWEVER, this is not to say 
that the orchestra at this point 
did not perform an extremely 
beautiful second movement. It 
was exactly that — due to the 
conductor’s ability to make a 
distinction between what is sup­ 
posed to be soft and sweet and 
what is supposed to be soft and 
somber. 
The waltzing third movement 
had a graciousness all its own. 
Mr. Crafton directed a brilliant 
bit of teamwork between the 
woodwinds and strings. At times 
the interplay between these two 
sections was hampered by stac­ 
cato tonguing of the solo oboes 
where a more legato-type of at­ 
tack should have been called 
for. 


It was in this movement 
that the members of the flute 
section proved (as they did 
in last year’s concerts) that 
they could play Peter Ilich 
with the best of them 
The Finale is one of those 
typical 
Tchaikovsky 
Fourth 
Movements in which everybody 
in the orchestra gets into the 
act, and at different times, in 
most unpredictable (at least to 
the untrained ear) fashion. The 
brass were at their best here, 
and Mr. Crafton led them, and 
the rest of the orchestra through 
a determined bit of theme re­ 
statement. 


AS IN THE first movement, 
he didn’t slam violently into an 
announcement of “all right, 
here’s what Tschaikovsky has to 
say.” He merely built a solid 
foundation for the last musical 
moments of the symphony. 
And so, the orchestra, with a 


vigorous build-up, put on its 
musical hat and coda, and 
closed the 4th movement door 
majestically. In a community 
concert, Pete never had it so 
good. 
Following intermission, the 
orchestra again readied itself 
for the major attraction of the 
second half of the concert. 
The medium for this warm-up 
was an extremely dull Entre 
’acte and Ballet Music from 
Rosamunde. 


I’ve always held that pro­ 
gram writers were dead right 
when they referred to thL Schu­ 
bert music as “incidental.” I’d 
even be tempted to say it’s ac­ 
cidental. Franz Peter has done 
himself proud in so many ways. 
It’s too bad he left this part of 
his career on top of the stove 
and not in it 


NEVERTHELESS, Northwest 
Symphony did the best they 
could, and even that wasn’t 
earthshaking, thanks to intona 
tion problems. (I’d be willing 
to bet that if a poll was taken 
of the orchestra members, you’d 
find that Rosamunde from the 
“desire to play” 
standpoint 
would probably draw the least 
interest of any selection on the 
program.) 


Soprano Marguerite D’Arcy 
was featured soloist. She per­ 
formed Puccini’s Vissi d’Arte 
from Tosca and Adele’s Laugh­ 
ing Song from Die Fledermaus. 
She is an extremely attractive 
woman, with a silvery voice, 
well-trained in the highs and 
lows of Sopranoism. Unfortu 
nately, certain acoustical prob­ 
lems were not in her favor. 
Those to the rear of the aud 
ience could not pick up all her 
words. 
And fen* two reasons. The 
orchestra was much too loud 
in spots. And Miss D’Arcy 
could have stood 
slightly 
further upstage in relation to 
the orchestra. 
In general, Miss D’Arcy pro­ 
jected a warmth all her own, 
especially in the Puccini aria 
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Friday Fish Fry Special 
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And her thoughtfulness in in­ 
cluding the Strauss work, which 
was on a completely different 
dramatic plane than Vissi D’Ar­ 
te, was proof enough that she 
enjoys a variety of vocal chal­ 
lenges. The program notes in 
dicated that her “first love is 
oratorio singing.” This may be 
but she would do well to con­ 
tinue her operatic efforts. 


I WOULD enjoy hearing her 
perform in a better acoustical 
set up, whereby I could objec­ 
tively tell whether her voice 
contains the power that didn’t 
seem to be consistently at hand 
Sunday afternoon, Again, 
the 
question: 
were acoustics en 
tinely to blame? 
As the final selection of the 
program, Mr. Crafton chose 
Moussorgsky’s Night On Bare 
Mountain. For those who know 
the background of this musical 
ode to the macabre, it is a goose 
bump raiser. Northwest’s ver­ 
sion was powerful and dynamic 
enough to scare the willies out 
of a good share of the audience. 
But it was also artistic, from 
the belching blasts of the brass 
to the ghostlike whining of the 
strings.

ONE POLL watcher said a 
precinct captain was reading 
off election results during the 
tally. There reportedly were er­ 
rors in the figures being pro­ 
vided until a poll watcher also 
began reading the figures as 
they were read off for tabula­ 
tion. 
In another precinct, a pre­ 
cinct captain helped count the 
blue ballots until it was pointed 
out that nobody but the election 
judges were allowed to touch 
the ballots.

tion. 
Theee call for batts or blan­ 
kets of mineral wool labeled 
R-19 or R-24 for ceilings, R-ll 
for walls and R-13 for floors 
over unheated 
spaces. 
When 
blowing wool is used, as it was 
in the Levin home, it should be 
installed to provide the same 
resistance to heat loss.

Wood paneling is exception­ 
ally easy to work with standard 
tools. 


This makes finishing off a 
•00m in the attic or basement 
:or paneling a room elsewhere 
in the house) a logical do-it- 
yourself project for many a 
home handyman. 
Here are some helpful hints 
which should lead to a profes­ 
sional-like job. 


ONCE WOOD species and pat­ 
tern have been selected, or­ 
dered and delivered, it would 
be wise to store the paneling 
for several days in the room in 
which it is to be installed. 
Separating sticks between the 
pieces permit air flow and al­ 
low the paneling to adjust to 
the 
room’s 
normal 
humidity 
conditions. 
Horizontal 
paneling 
o v e r 
framing does not require nail­ 
ing strips; vertical does, how­ 
ever. 


WHEN paneling over mason­ 
ry walls, back paneling and 
strips should first be coated 
with a commercial waterproof­ 
ing material. 
Three nailing strips, fastened 
to masonry with concrete nails, 
a r all that are necessary for 


vertical 
paneling; 
strips 
for 
horizontal paneling should be 
placed every four feet. 


Next on the agenda is pre­ 
cutting paneling to fit, and pre­ 
finishing it as well. Panel fin­ 
ishing assures an even job—no 
chance for an unwanted two- 
tone effect or unfinished spots 
where panels are joined. 


THE BASIC steps involved in 
applying fine finishes to lum­ 
ber paneling are as follows: 
First sand carefully with med­ 
ium grade sandpaper to smooth 
out rough imperfections if nec­ 
essary. Then use 3/0 paper to 
achieve a smooth surface. 
Staining comes next and can 
be done either with a good 


commercial brand or by using 
pigment and * mineral 
thinner. 
It is essential to test the stain 
on a piece of the same wood 
you are staining to make cer­ 
tain it is what you want. 


Once the stain has complete­ 
ly dried, apply a durable, glossy 
finish as follows: Apply a lac­ 
quer sealer and rub with 6/0 
sandpaper. 


FOLLOW with a minimum of 
two coats of dear varnish or 
shellac and rub smooth with 
3/0 steel wool when the last 
coat has dried. 
The pre-finished paneling is 
then ready to be installed and 
it should be blind nailed wher­ 
ever possible, especially at eye­ 


level. 
Blind nailing is achieved by 
nailing into the tongue of the 
panel so that the groove of the 
next piece of paneling will hide 
the nail hole. Number 5 finish­ 
ing nails should be used and 


should be countersunk. 
At inside corners, trim off the 
moulded patterns and butt the 
new 
wall -of 
paneling 
tight 
against the completed one. For 
outside corners, miter paneling 
edges or ends.

Practical Ways to 
Heat Room in Attic 


The attic is one of the most 
lexible areas in the house. It 
can be remodeled into a bed­ 
room, a den, an upstairs fam­ 
ily room, or even an efficiency 
apartment. 
Today there are many ways 
to heat the attic. The following 
are some of the methods used: 
A space heater can be simply 
set on the attic floor. Space 
heaters use either gas, oil, ker­ 
osene or electricity. 


THEY ARE frequently the 
least expensive heating equip­ 
ment to install, but they are not 
always economical to operate. 
Moreover, heat is usually con­ 
centrated in one spot around the 
heater.

High winds, tinder-dry brush,

Los Angeles Fire Department. 
Of the 484 homes and 21 oth­ 
er buildings destroyed in the 
fire, 75 per cent had flammable 
roofs, the report said. The con­ 
flagration in the exclusive Bel 
Air-Brentwood sections of Los 
Angeles was the largest on the 
North American continent since 
1923. 


It destroyed homes valued as 
high 
as 
$500,000, 
several 
of 
them owned by movie stars. 
Total insured losses exceeded 
$24 million, and cost of the fire 
control was estimated at $3 mil­ 
lion. 


THE 
REPORT pointed out 
that intense heat created pow­ 
erful updrafts of 
air which 
coupled 
with 
high 
velocity 
winds to carry burning frag­ 
ments of wood shingles more 
than a mile away, where they 
started other fires. 


With this leapfrogging effect, 
“such fires are prone to become 
unmanageable,” 
the 
report 
said. “Fires without the flying 
brand factor are much more 
readily contained inside definite 
boundaries.”

IT ALSO creates the danger 
of fire caused by short-cir­ 
cuited electric wiring. 
The approved method for ap­ 
plying asphalt shingles to guard 
against ice dam damage calls 
for an eaves flashing strip of 
heavy roll roofing over the 
decking and a metal drip edge, 
in addition to the usual under- 
layment, starter strip and final 
layer of asphalt shingles.

BENEFIT payments by in­

THE PANEL discussion was 
one of the highlights of the two 
day festivities sponsored by the 
Suburban 
Press 
Foundation. 
The winning homemakers were 
asked by panel members to 
“please be blunt—you can even 
be brutal” as they were asked 
to evaluate the job different 
homemaking medias were do­ 
ing. 
Panel members reminded 
the women they were speak­ 
ing on behalf of all the subur­ 
ban homemakers of the na­ 
tion. They included: 
Moderator Mrs. Peg Keilholz, 
consumer education consultant 
and former women’s editor of 
County Gentleman magazine; 
Doris Doland, assistant to the 
publisher of Look Magazine; Dr. 
Kenneth Milstead, of the Fed­ 
eral Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration; Mrs. Virginia Habeeb, 
Home E q u i p m e n t 
Editor, 
American 
Home 
Magazine; 
Robert V. McCarthy, executive 
editor of the Progress-Advance 
Leader, 
suburban 
newspaper 
of Penn Hills, Pa.; Mary Jane 
Chinn, KRNT-TV, Des Moines, 
Iowa, and a representative of 
American Women in Radio and 
Television; and Frank R. Neu, 
education director of the Ameri­ 
can Dairy Association. 


PANELISTS asked questions 
of the homemakers which were 
designed to help those media 
which they represented. They 
wanted the women to tell them 
what they were doing right, and 
if they were doing anything 
wrong. 
“It is you homemakers who 
know our inadequacies,” Mrs. 
Keilholz told the women. 
Mrs. Habeeb posed the ques­ 
tion. “If you wrere asked to de­ 
sign the perfect kitchen, how 
would you do it?” She also 
asked each wroman to consider 
her present kitchen and decide 
what she liked about its pres­ 
ent arrangement and what she 
disliked about it. 


MOST OF the women wanted 
larger kitchens. One woman 
said her present kitchen was 
too small to seat her family and 
she found she had to use the 
dining room for most of the 
meals. 
Another woman countered, 
in friendly give-and-take fash­ 
ion, that she was happy she 
had a small kitchen. Her rea­ 
soning? She said since she 
has to have all the meals in 
the dining room “there is not 
as much messing around. It 
creates a fine family feeling. 
I find the children eat better 
and do not slop around so 
much.” 
Mrs. Morris H. Spangler, Pad­ 
dock winner from Streamwood, 
said she would like to have a 
long, 
narrow 
kitchen 
with 
“scads of counter space. I would 
like all the working facilities on 
one side of the kitchen with just 
enough space between the two 
sides to be able to reach the 
other side with only a few 
steps,” she told the panelists. 


ANOTHER 
homemaker 
ex­ 
pressed a desire for a wooden 
chopping block built into the 
counterspace. 
A number of the women 
wanted their kitchens to have 
a workspace “off limits to the 
rest of the family during meal 
preparation time.” 
One said she wanted two en­ 
trances to the kitchen; one lead­ 
ing into the other part of the 
bouse and the other into the 
kitchen for easy servicing from 
the grocery. She said she would 


one comes into this area while 
I’m getting a meal, I’ll just 
hand them a towel and put them 
to work. That will stop them, 
I’ll bet!” 


A FEAR that control knobs on 
dishwashers, garbage disposals 
and 
stoves were too easily 
reached by the children was ex­ 
pressed by a number of the 
women. 
Mrs. George Rohrer, Pad­ 
dock winner from Elk Grove 
Village, said she thought the 
garbage disposal was very 
dangerous and caused her 
constant fear that the chil­ 
dren might climb up and turn 
the appliance on and get their 
hands mangled. 
Mrs. Charles V. Falkenberg 
Jr., winner from Palatine, said 
she would like to see manufac­ 
turers put all control knobs on 
the backs of the appliances. “I 
worry about this,” she told pan­ 
el members. 
“If all control 
knobs were on the back parts of 
the 
appliances 
the 
children 
could not get into them so easi­ 
ly.” 


APPLIANCE 
manufacturers 
came in for a good deal of criti­ 
cism 
during 
the 
discussion. 
Seems the women feel they have 
appliances which do not last as 
long as those their mothers had. 
The discussion of appliances 
was in answer to a question 
asked by Mrs. Habeeb—“If you 
were asked to sit down with an 
appliance 
manufacturer 
and 
have a frank discussion, what 
would suggest for new appli­ 
ances and what would you tell 
him?” 
Most of the women were 
unaminous that they would 
tell him they were tired of 
their 
appliances, 
especially 
washers, breaking down. They 
expressed the feeling that the 
life of a washer today was 
only two years. 
They complained that they 
were constantly having to pay 
out money for repairs. 


MRS. 
WALTER 
Kirchhoff, 
homemaker winner from Mount 
Prospect and Mrs. Llowell S. 
Kongable, f r o m P r o s p e c t 
Heights both urged the women 
to read their instruction books. 
They said many times the ap­ 
pliances were not being used 
properly. 
“Then, if you feel you have 
really used your appliance as it 
should be used and it still does 
not perform as you think it 
should, sit down immediately 
and write to the manufacturer. 
Don’t put it off, but do it while 
you have the problem fresh on 
your mind,” Mrs. Kirchhoff ad­ 
vised her co-homemaker win-

Adopted Daughter Is 
Concern to Parents 


Glaucoma Result 
Often Blindness

Dear Dr. Neuman, 
Our adopted daughter, now 
six, will not enter school until 
next fall. According to her 
birthday she should have en­ 
tered this September, but the 
teacher felt she wasn’t ready. 
We think the teacher is right, 
but we are naturally very upset. 
When we got 
her from the 
adoption agen­ 
cy they told 
us 
she 
was 
normal a n d 
would fit into 
our family like 
our own child 
I can’t help 
f e e l i n g we 
must 
h a v e 
db. n e l m a n 
done something wrong or she 
wouldn’t have this problem. 
In every way, she is our 
daughter and we love her 
very much. She knows she’s 
adopted and we’ve 
always 
tried to answer her questions 
honestly. Is there anything 
else we can do to help her? 
Mrs. O. 


When parents adopt a child 
and give him a home and fam­ 
ily, they are in a very real 
sense giving the child life, be­ 
cause children need families to 
mature as they should. Still we 
do find many more problems 
with adopted children than with 
natural children. I think there 


are several reasons for this. 
It is not the fact of adoption 
that creates problems for the 
child. It is what came before 
the adoption. 


WE KNOW THAT the first 
relationship with his mother 
has the greatest influence on 
the future personality and de­ 
velopment of the child. Natur­ 
ally, the older the child before 
adoption, the more time there 
has been for damaging life sit­ 
uations, separations, and a va­ 
riety of home and institutions 
to have their effect. Even in 
the best planned agency adop­ 
tions, where the child goes 
from his natural mother to the 
hospital and to a good foster 
home before placement in the 
adoptive home, 
a 
series of 
traumatic separations and va­ 
riety of handling has set emo­ 
tional forces in motion. For this 
reason, more and more agen­ 
cies are testing out placement 
of the baby right from the hos­ 
pital, at 5 or 6 days of age, to 
reproduce as closely as possi­ 
ble the natural family situation. 
However, even in an adoption 
like this, the fact of separation 
from the natural mother has its 
effects. The baby has been part 
of the mother for nine months 
before birth. After birth, we 
speak of the symbiosis of moth­ 
er and child. This is technical 
language to express the idea 
that separation of mother and 


child does not occur at birth, 
but that during the months fol­ 
lowing birth, mother and child 
can be viewed as one organism, 
only gradually separating into 
two distinct individuals. 


SEPARATION from the nat­ 
ural mother introduces change 
in the 
baby’s 
physical 
re­ 
sponses. The new mother is not 
only temperamentally different, 
but also physiologically differ­ 
ent in body temperature, mus­ 
cle tone, rhythm of movement, 
etc. 
While adoption can help a 
child immeasurably, it cannot 
undo all the early effects. Un­ 
fortunately, 
adoptive 
parents 
seem to have a greater than 
average sense of responsibility 
for the child they have adopt­ 
ed. 
When 
problems 
appear, 
these parents feel a great bur­ 
den of personal guilt, which 
might be relieved if they could 
realize the total life situations 
that 
their 
child 
has 
expe­ 
rienced.

Glaucoma — an increasingly 
prevalent disease among older 
people — is one of the most 
dangerous conditions to affect 
the eye for, if neglected, it can 
result in blindness. 
An 
unpreventable 
disease 
which has haunted man for cen­ 
turies, it usually develops in a 
strange, stealthy manner leav­ 
ing its afflicted unaware of his 
condition until it has reached a 
dangerously late stage. 
What is glaucoma? 
Doctors 
describe it as an abnormal 
hardness of the eyeball due to 
high fluid pressure inside the 
eye. 


NORMALLY, the eye has an 
! internal circulation of watery 
fluid filling the front chamber 
of the eye. Any excess fluid is 
drained off by a sieve - like 
circular structure surrounding 
the iris. 
Interference with this normal 
drainage system causes a block­ 
ing — and this results in in­ 
creased pressure. And as the 
pressure increases, the eye gets 
hard and reddened, the pupil 
becomes gray and cloudy, and 
the patient begins to feel pain. 
Though glaucoma cannot 
be 
cured, it can be 
controlled 
through drug treatments 
and 
surgery; that is, if it’s detected

and treated at an early stage. 
And since only a physician is 
trained to recognize the early 
symptoms 
of 
glaucoma, 
it 
is important that we have an 
eye examination twice a year, 
whether we wear glasses 
or 
not. This is especially impor­ 
tant for people over the age of 
35. 


ACTUALLY, there are two 
types of glaucoma, the acute 
and the chronic. 
The acute form strikes sud­ 
denly, is violently painful and 
frequently blinds the person 
within a few hours. The chron­ 
ic form, on the other hand, creeps 
up insidiously, remaining almost 
symptomless in its early stages. 
There are certain manifesta­ 
tions, however, which vary in 
individuals, such as: having to 
get a new pair of glasses every 
few months; waking up early 
in the morning with headaches; 
having difficulty locating seats 
in darkened movie theaters, and 
seeing a red-green halo around 
street lights. 


AS GLAUCOMA develops, the 
patient loses side vision. That 
is, his visual fields grow nar­ 
row, and he finds he has to 
turn his head a little more to 
the right or left to watch traf­ 
fic. 
Just because you have glau­ 
coma, however, does not neces­ 
sarily mean you’ll inevitably go 
blind. For even though glau­ 
coma 
cannot 
be 
completely 
cured, new advances in medi­ 
cine have made it possible for 
thousands of people throughout 
the country to retain — and in 
many instances — improve their 
vision. 
The answer, however, lies in 
early 
detection 
and proper 
treatment with miotics by phy­ 
sicians trained in the care of 
the eye.

Red Poinsettia ‘Shorty’ 
Ready for Yule Season 


URBANA—A shorter red poin­ 
settia awaits yuletide shoppers 
at many florist shops this year. 
According to J. B. Gartner, 
University of Illinois floricul­ 
turist, the plants have the same 
number of leaves as,they have 
always had. But the internodes 
are shorter, resulting in a short, 
compact 
plant 
with 
darker 
green leaves than the normal 
poinsettia. 


CRED IT FOR the new look 
goes to a new chemical dwarf­ 
ing agent designated CCC. Plant 
growers apply this substance 
early in the poinsettia plant de­ 
velopment. 
The CCC controls 
the plant height without reduc­ 
ing the bract ( “ flower” ) size. 
The chemical also has no un­ 
desirable effect on the keeping 
quality of the plant. 
Before this year, florists often 
attempted to improve the looks 


of poinsettia plants by one of 
two methods: folding back the 
stems and tying them together 
or pinching the buds in the early 
stages 
of 
growth. 
However, 
these methods did not produce 
ideal results in all cases. With 
the chemical, results are con­ 
sistent. 
GARTNER 
REPO RTS 
that 
although growers are using CCC 
for poinsettias to be marketed 
this year, research is still going 
on with the chemical. The Uni­ 
versity of Illinois division of 
floriculture and ornamental hor­ 
ticulture is conducting experi­ 
ments to determine response of 
the chemical with Illinois soil 
and environmental conditions. 
The results have been very 
favorable and w ill further aid 
Illinois c o m m e r c i a l flower 
growers in producing a poinset­ 
tia with consumer appeal.

Around the holidays, food and 
beverage spills threaten to mar 
carpets and rugs. However, the 
damage need not be permanent 
if you act promptly and use the 
right “ first-aid” treatment. 
K. Virginia Seidel, University 
of Illinois extension home furn­ 
ishings specialist, recommends 
two simple, inexpensive, home­ 
made formulas for removing 
many food spots except those 
caused by butter and other fats. 
Oily stains should be treated 
with nonflammable dry cleaning 
fluid only. 
To make formula I, combine a 
neutral detergent, such as Dreft 
or Vel, and lukewarm water. 
The recommended proportion is 
one teaspoon of detergent to one 
cup of water. For formula 2, 
use one-half cup of white vine­ 
gar mixed with one and one-half 
cups of lukewarm water. 


TO 
PREVEN T 
permanent 
stains from beverages like cof­ 
fee, tea, fruit juice or punch, 
wipe 
up 
the 
excess 
liquid 
promptly. Apply formula I to 
the 
area, 
making 
sure 
the 
sponge or cloth applicator is 
just damp, not sopping wet. 


Follow this by sponging with 
clean water and blotting up the 
excess. Then apply a little for­ 
mula 2. Again, sponge the area 
with clear water and blot up 
excess moisture. Dry as quickly 
as possible. An overdose may 
result in brown stains caused by 
soaking the carpet backing. 
If grease stains remain, apply 
dry-cleaning 
solvent, 
following 
manufacturer’s directions. Avoid 
damage to latex backing from 
excess solvent. Dry area as 
quickly as possible.

To make laminated blanks, 
first plane lumber to the de­ 
sired thickness. Three-fourths 
inch is good. Pieces less than 6 
inches wide are easier to work 
with than wider pieces. Be sure 
to joint (square) the edges of 
the strips. 
Glue strips of lumber into a 
panel. Arrange the strips so 
that the bark sides alternate in 
direction across the panel. This 
helps prevent warping in the 
finished panel. To determine 
which is the bark side, look at 
the annual growth rings. 
RUN EACH panel through a 
thickness planer. From the pan­ 
el, cut circles of decreasing size 
according to the size bowl de­ 
sired. Finally glue circles to­ 
gether to form blank. 
If you attach the face plate to 
the blank it will leave holes that 
must be filled later with plastic 
wood. You can eliminate the 
holes by g l u i n g an extra 
circle of wood to the bottom 
of the blank and removing it aft­ 
er the bowl is finished. It will be 
easier to remove the face plate 
piece if you insert a piece of 
heavy wrapping paper in the 


glue joint. 
Turn the blank to form on the 
lathe. Sand completed bowl. Us­ 
ing a power sander while the 
rough bowl is turning on the 
lathe will speed up sanding. 
The bowl may be finished 
while ifs still on the lathe. Op­ 
erating the machine at low 
speed and polishing with min­ 
eral oil and pumice gives the 
bowl a glass-like smoothness. 
Use care not to cut through the 
finish on the edges. 
THE BOWL finish may be as 
simple as a light coat of paste 
wax. However, lacquer, varnish 
or a synthetic resin gives a 


more durable finish. For easy 
application, buy these clear fin­ 
ishes in a pressurized can and 
spray onto the bowl while it is 
turning on the lathe. 
In a dusty shop, quick-drying 
finishes like lacquer help to pro­ 
duce a dust-free finish. Apply 
four to six coats of clear finish, 
allowing surface to dry between 
coats. Sand each finish coat 
with 400-grit sandpaper. Polish 
the last coat with rotten-stone 
and oil. 
Complete the bowl by gluing 
a piece of felt to the bottom to 
prevent it from scratching sur­ 
faces.

Travel Tips 
For England 


What to Do, Where 
To Stay in London 


By JEANNE WELCH 


It seems entirely appropriate that our European tour-on-paper 
should arrive in England on Thanksgiving Day. How fantastic (a 
legitimate usage of the word) to contemplate the differences be­ 
tween the trip which the Pilgrims made across the Atlantic to 
the one which we can now make in the opposite direction. 
By what are quite literally floating or flying palaces we can 
arrive in the British Isles in a tiny fraction of the time which 
the historic Mayflower required, and how petty the few incon­ 
veniences of modern travel seem when compared to the ordeal 
of that trip. 
Although England seems a small country to American 
eyes within its borders lies such a variety that this column 
will restrict itself to London, with perhaps a later column 
being devoted to other areas. 
How to get to London? As with other travel, that decision 
will be based on the amount of money and time available. It is 
more costly, certainly in time and probably in money, to go by 
ocean liner but for a first trip I agree with Chicago’s own Harvey 
Olson, travel agent extraordinaire and author of “Aboard and 
Abroad,” who says, “In all the world there is no more delightful 
travel experience than crossing the Atlantic Ocean by steam­ 
ship.” That’s strong language, but it comes from one with better 
than one hundred trans-Atlantic crossings to his credit to give it 
validity. 
Whether you land in England at Southampton or London 
airport you will progress to a hotel and would, {)erhaps, like to 
know something about London’s offerings. Claridge s is the Brit­ 
ish choice of the finest in London. It is the most expensive, the 
most formal and the home-away-from-home for traveling Euro­ 
pean royalty. 
Grosvenor House is fashionable but friendlier and many 
of London’s most important parties and balls are held there. 
Contrary to what you may have heard about British food at 
Grosvenor House it is excellent. 
The Dorchester, like Grosvenor House, is opposite beautiful 
Hyde Park, and is one of London’s top hostelries. 
London is a relatively difficult city in which to find one’s own 
way, so if you are not on a conducted tour I would recommend 
booking yourself up for a guide to the historic sites and buddings 
which you will not dare to return home without having seen. 
These include the Tower of London whose garrisoned museum 
houses the crown jewels; the Bank of England; the Houses of 
Parliament; Westminster Abbey; Buckingham Palace; the Brit­ 
ish Museum and additional others as your arches permit. 
The West End theatres will probably occupy quite a few 
of your evenings for the opportunity to see current plays at 
what for Americans are bargain rates tempts most of us. 
For something you will find in no other country, plan to have 
dinner one night in the Elizabethan Room of the Gore Hotel where 
both the cuisine and decor are authentic to the reign of Elizabeth 


If London is the first lap of your European trip budget your 
shopping money for you will be tempted by the fine china, wools 
and silver. Bond Street is still an important shopping center, and 
a fascinating one, but don’t miss British JIandcrafts Exports with 
its pottery from Cornwall, tweeds from Scotland and wooden 
ware from Wales, among other things.

“We have many other chil­ 
dren of all ages whose homes 
have been declared unsuitable 
by the court but who are re­ 
maining in those same homes 
temporarily because we can’t 
find foster homes for them. We 
have been forced to leave them 
in these dangerously unsuitable 
homes, exposed to the dubious

HILLIARD, WHO has been 
called “the man with the largest 
family in Illinois,” is legal 
guardian to 3,300 children who 
have been removed from their 
own homes and placed in foster 
homes in Cook County. His de­ 
partment must find 200 new 
foster homes immediately, he 
said, as he appealed to the en­ 
tire community to help end the 
critical foster home shortage 
which he called “a tragic plight 
for some of the most deserving 
children to be found anywhere.” 
The children’s division of his 
department has performed mir­ 
acles in ferreting out and using 
every licensed place for chil­ 
dren as well as in finding new 
foster homes, according to Hil­ 
liard. That division, headed by 
Albert J. Neely, broke its own 
record by placing 68 children 
for the first time during the 
month of October. “Neely and 
his staff have made 175 first­ 
time placements of children 
during the last 90 days,” Hilli­ 
ard said, “which is a remark­ 
able record but still barely a 
start in meeting our problem.” 
Temporary care and shelter 
facilities, both public and pri­ 
vate, have cooperated in every 
way and are doing all they can 
“to stretch their walls” Hilliard 
said, but they have become 
dangerously over-crowded and 
have had to close their doors to 
more children. 
“RIGHT 
NOW, 
today, 
we 
have close to 300 children ready 
and waiting for foster homes,” 
Hilliard added. He cited deser­ 
tions, 
abandonments, 
divorces 
and separations, deaths of par­ 
ents, and to an increasing de­ 
gree, the mental illness of par­ 
ents as reasons behind the ris­ 
ing tide of children who require 
care outside of their own homes. 


The 
county’s 
greatly 
in­ 
creased population of children 
under 18 years of age has also 
compounded the problem, he 
added. 
Hilliard appealed to families 
who can accept a child in their 
homes to call or write to Home- 
finding, 2555 South Michigan 
Avenue, Victory 2-6003. He said 
his department has white and 
Negro boys and girls of all ages 
waiting for homes and also 
some American Indian, Mexi­ 
can and Puerto Rican children. 
He emphasized that the Pub­ 


lic Aid Dpeartment pays all ex­ 
penses for care of the foster 
child, including medical, dental 
and clothing costs. Special rates 
are paid to families who accept 
infants, physically handicapped, 
or special problem children. (S

THE REQUEST CAME IN THE MAIL Monday morning. Pick 
the top ten high school basketball teams in the Chicago area, it 
said. 
Great. The season is only a few days old and already we re 
expected to evaluate the relative merits of schoolboy quintets in 
the area. We’ve seen Arlington, Palatine, and Elgin play, and that 
apparently is an adequate cross-section for this early-season ap­ 
praisal.

Northern Blotvs Biff Lead 
Adams State Rallies 
To Top Husky Eleven 


DeKALB — Although time certainly will give them 
a happier final perspective on their distinguished record, 
members of Northern Illinois University’s Mineral Bowl 
football squad returned from their post-season venture 
understandably preoccupied with their season’s second 
“big one that got away. 
Affected much more than 
anticipated by their, first 
experience under the limit- 
ed-substitution r u l e , 
the 
Huskies, in Coach Howard 
Fletcher’s words, “just ran out 
of gas” as their 20-0 third-peri­ 
od lead turned into a 23-20 de­ 
feat at the hands of Mineral 
Bowl foe Adams (Colo.) State 
at Excelsior Springs, Mo., Sat­ 
urday night. 
The contest followed a pattern 
similar to that of NIU’s only 
regular-season defeat, in which 
the Huskies held a 14-0 advant­ 
age midway through the second 
perior, only to have opportun­ 
istic Central Michigan rebound 
for a 35-27 win which carried 
with it the Interstate Confer­ 
ence Championship. 


SUMMING UP the Mineral 
Bowl reversal, Fletcher said, 
“Not having our regular offen­ 
sive unit in the game much of 
the time throttled our attack, 
and when we couldn’t move the 
ball, of course, the burden fell 
to the defense. 
“We played om defense to 
perfection through the first half. 
But because of the limited-sub- 
stitution rule, nine men played 
most of the game for us, and 
key men finally got so tired we 
couldn’t 
keep 
the 
defensive 
pressure on Adams State.” 
Northern suffered a critical 
loss early in the second quarter 
when 
junior 
halfback 
Gary 
Steams, the Huskies’ No. 2 pass 
receiver, broke his right arm. 
His departure not only impaired 
the NIU offense, but added to 
the fatigue problem in the de­ 
fensive backfield. 
Adams State plays the lim- 
ited-sub rule regularly.

Back 
to pass again, Bork had Rohr- 
schneider clear on the right 
side, but was hit as he threw. 
The pass wobbled short, into the 
arms of ASC’s Ron Porterfield. 
Fired by that turn of fortune, 
the Indians scored in five plays, 
and were in charge the rest of 
the way. 


FLETCHER singled out Mc­ 
Cann, Rohrschneider, Henigan, 
Thompson, and Walt Smith for 
special praise, and also paid 
tribute to the defensive play of 
ASC halfback Jim Edwards, a 
170-pounder who won the games 
“best tackler” citation. 
Rohrschneider, who caught 
seven Bork passes for 101 yards 
and a touchdown, took a 2-point 
conversion pass from Dean, and 
turned in an outstanding per­ 
formance in the first defensive 
assignment of his NIU career, 
was elected outstanding line­ 
man of the game.

HIDALGO completed 26 of 53 
passes for 267 yards and all 
three ASC touchdowns as the 
Tribe beat the nation’s No. I 
passing team at its own game. 
Hidalgo’s third TD pass of the 
game was a fourth-down 7-yard 
toss, and capped a 57-yard drive 
which included two other key 
fourth-down plays.

But I’ll pray with you 
that you don’t have a chance to 
prove me wrong in this respect. 
Finally, I cannot accept this 
argument on the basis of in­ 
complete reasoning. You opened 
other questions which were not 
substantiated. You sugg e s t e d 
we give our money to the Uni­ 
ted Nations. With the present 
situation in the United Nations 
doubts are being raised about 
the workability of this organiza­ 
tion. As recently as Nov. 14 
Henry Cabot Lodge proposed a 
free world organization to com­ 
bat Communism. This would not 
replace the goal of United Na­ 
tions but it does indicate that 
the free world is fed up with 
meeting the balance of pay­ 
ments which have been ignored 
by U.N. members. 
It is my belief that this money 
should go to civilian defense for 
the protection of the communi­ 
ty (not the individual) and for 
further security rather 
t h a n 
standing up waiting to die in a 
nuclear attack. This is a lot (rf 
preparation for something w e 
hope will not happen, but we 
must do it now.

The principal of the rural Schmuhl 
School near Joliet recently ordered pu­ 
pils to burn copies of “Scholastic Mag­ 
azine” because an article appearing on

A 
young 
Chicago 
author, 
John 
Scnultz, had a manuscript of his unfin­ 
ished novel, “Way,” seized last month 
by J.S. Customs officials as obscene 
literature when he attempted to cross 
the border from Mexico to the United 
States. He was forced to strip to be 
searched, and books which can be pur­ 
chased in most book stores were placed 
in a "suspect” pile. Officials further 
wanted Schultz to sign a forfeiture pa­ 
per so that they could destroy his man­ 
uscript, but he refused to do so. 
In Alton, 111., a group with the im­ 
probable name of "Committee to Pro­ 
tect American Free Enterprise from 
Communist 
Slave-Labor Imports 
is 
waging an economic boycott against 
stores which stock goods made in Com­ 
munist countries. 
In Ft. Wayne, Ind. a merchant turn­ 
ed all such goods into a bonfire, and the 
good citizens of this “hamlet" were pic­ 
tured in the press dancing about the 
flames in anything but a casual manner. 
We doubt if these isolated instanc­ 
es reflect the mood of the country. 
The first two examples of magazine 
burning and book confiscation are 
serious matters and represent prior 
censorship of the basest kind. 
The second and third incidents could 
be viewed as childish reactions to a 
grim international situation if it weren’t 
for the frantic, frenzied way in which 
they were and are being carried out. 
At issue is the question of guarding 
our civil liberties against encroachment 
by well-intentioned but dangerous forc­ 
es masquerading in the guises of “se­ 
curity,” “patriotism” and “moral re­ 
armament.” 
As Ernest Angell, chairman of the 
board of directors of the American Civ­ 
il Liberties Union, said in a telegram to 
President Kennedy in which he urged 
protection for individual rights at the 
height of the Cuban crisis: 


"It is natural that when people s 
emotions are stirred by fear for the se­ 
curity of their families and homes, their 
communities, and their country, they 
are less prone to observe the rights of 
those in the community who may dis­ 
agree with prevailing opinion. Dissi­ 
dents, local Communists, other minority 
political groups, peace advocates — any­ 
one who challenges the orthodox posi­ 
tion and mood — frequently become the 
target for those searching relief from 
anxiety and anger.” 
It may be significant that seizure 
of an author's manuscript which has 
not even been published yet occurred 
at the Texas border. It is in this state 
that vigilante groups hale been at­ 
tempting to purge school shell es of 
^objectionable" and “suspect” litera­ 
ture. 
A pamphlet printed by the Corinth 
Baptist Church in Midland, Tex., has 
come to our attention in which such 
works as MacKinlay Kantor’s Pulitaer- 
prize winning novel, "Andersonville, 
Thomas Wolfe’s “Of Time and the Riv­ 
er,” A. B. Guthrie, Jr’s “The Big Sky,” 
“Marjorie Morningstar,” by Herman 
Wouk, "The Grapes of Wrath” by John 
Steinbeck, and "Brave New' World" by 
Aldous Huxley are labelled "unfit for 
consumption.” Steinbeck, who recent­ 
ly was awarded the Nobel Prize for lit­ 
erature; Sinclair Lewis, a former Nobel 
Prize winner; William Saroyan, Rich- 
and Wright, Theodore Dreiser and oth­ 
ers are ludicrously linked with commu­ 


nism. 
It appears that any concern for so­ 
cial justice, civil rights, and minorities 
is to be viewed with suspicion. 
This is not typical of the Ameri­ 
can people's present attitudes, in our 
opinion. But absurdity and intoler­ 
ance must be answered if we are to be 
faithful to our democratic traditions. 
Book burners, bureaucrats and fa­ 
natics will always be with us. We must 
not greet them with silence. To do so is 
to concede that much more freedom. 
Such nibbling at basic rights — if un­ 
checked — will only increase the appe­ 
tites of these petty men of puny vision.

Such a course of action 
seems to have little educational merit in 
preparing schools to cope with disaster. 
Using youngsters for guinea pigs in 
an experiment which could easily back­ 
fire doesn’t seem consistent with the 
aims of the National Safety Council. We 
hope the council will consider some of 
the threats to safety such a staged fire 
could create.

CALLED BY THE 
Ford 
Foundation and the National 
of 
Christians 
and 
it attracted the men

who

various Catholic, Protestant, 
and Jewish “interest groups’’ 
along with numbers of politi­ 
cal leaders and those who 
reject any religious interpre­ 
tation of national life. All the 
religious 
“pressure groups” 
were there. This was no im­ 
practical 
meeting 
of 
wild­ 
eyed theorists. It represented 
hard core concerns of great 


Council 
Jews 
and 


groups of Americans. Thus 
there was never a dull mo­ 
ment! 
The purpose of the meeting 
was to discuss 
new 
defini­ 
tions of religious liberty. Why 
just now? Well, American life 
has taken a surprising turn. 
People used to think, 
‘The 
more we get together, the 
happier we’ll be.” 
Many believed that Ameri­ 
ca was a melting pot which 
would place people near each 
other and resolve their differ­ 
ences. It did not work out 
that way. The first 158 years 
after the First Amendment to 
the Constitution 
(the 
“reli­ 
gious liberty” and “no estab­ 
lishment of religion clause") 
it 
was 
not 
tested 
in 
the 
courts. But in the last ses­ 
sion, 
1961-62, 
the 
Supreme 
Court was called upon to ren­ 
der seven decisions on it—in­ 
cluding the controversial one 
on the New York Regents’ 
Prayer. 
Even hotter 
items 
are on the docket this term. 


WHAT IS AHEAD? Catho­ 
lics 
complained 
that 
non- 
Catholics did not listen to 
their points on morality and 
the issue of birth control in 
public life 
(as in Illinois). 
Protestants complained that 
non-Protestants did not pay 
attention to their moral con­ 
cerns in the matter of gam­ 
bling. Jews didn’t like the 


misunderstandings 
o t h e r s 
showed them in Sunday clos­ 
ing laws. On and on. 


During the three days we 
heard Congressmen, mayors, 
lawyers, justices, theologians, 
denominational 
officers 
de­ 
bate these issues. Discussion 
was frank and concerned. I 
have 22 pages of notes too 
complicated to digest here; if 
you ask “What happened?” I 
would have to say, 
“There 
was no break-through. 
But 
we all know better what it is 
that others seek and we all 
know better why they 
Jeek 
it.” Most of all, this report is 
to reply to the men and wom­ 
en of good will 
who often 
ask, “Why doesn’t somebody 
do something about inter-re­ 
ligious c o n f l i c t

The 
gathering 
in Washington was an im­ 
pressive symbol of this. 


THE 
MEETING 
was 
a 
“First Institute.” It was only 
a beginning. It taught us that 
the field of church-state re­ 
lations is extremely compli­ 
cated. 
Wherever one turns 
there is a legal, moral, or 
interest - group 
concern 
to 
face. One can predict that the 
hottest topic in the next dec­ 
ade will be the one of public 
aid to parochial schools. But 
it does not stand alone; it is 
merely the most complicated. 


“Somebody is doing some­ 
thing.” Men and women of 
neighborly spirit can help by 
knowing 
more 
about their 
own religious expectation — 
and by showing concern for 
others. 


idiosyncrasy 
a m o n g 
our 
youth which they would like 
you to believe further compli­ 
cates the subject. 


IT REALLY IS all very 
tiresome. 
In addition to being ter­ 
ribly unfair to young people 
as a whole, too much in­ 
formation 
and 
so - called 
facts are dealt with out of 
context 
and 
are 
causing 
more harm than good. 
It is the opinion here young 
people of today are no worse 
than they were 50 years ago, 
IOO years ago, or pick your 
own time period. 


IN FACT, THE young peo­ 
ple of our society are a pretty 
fine lot. 
Considering there are ap­ 
proximately 50 million young 
people in this country, and a 
goodly portion of them are in 
the IO to 20 year age cate­ 
gory, it is entirely possible 
as many as 49 million are a 
pretty fine lot. 


That 
remaining 
million 
we’ll 
deal 
with 
momen­ 
tarily, but for the present 
let us consider the remain­ 
ing 98 per cent. 
I quite regularly feel sorry 
for these kids. 
If the parents of the de­ 
pression years, the world war 
years and the early atomic 
age years feel the world was 
a tough place to be born into, 
then just think 
a 
moment 
about today’s IO, 12, 15 and 
even 18-year old. 


WE 
ARE 
GIVING 
him 
quite a heritage, you know - 
astronomical 
indebtedn e s s 
and the daily threat of instant 
annihilation. 
There are those who will 
argue that considering we 
are pouring three-quarters 
of our tax money into the 
education of our young the 
product of our investment 
should 
be 
more 
nearly 
flawless. 
I will give someone else the 
privilege of weighing the pre­ 
vious two paragraphs against 
one another. 


THE FACT IS, despite all 
that tax money, and in spite 
of the uncertainties of the 
future we are building, to­ 
day’s youngsters are holding 
up quite well. 
One thing we have to re­ 
member is that there are 
twice as many young people 
today 
than there 
were 30 
years ago. 


Possibly we are all just a 
little awed by these numbers. 
But let us not succumb 
to, or subscribe to a lot of 
psychological 
mumbo-jum- 
bo concerning the young 
people of today. 
Despite 
what 
you 
have 
been led to believe by the ex­ 
perts, all or even a large por­ 
tion of today’s teens are not 
hot - rodding, twist - dancing, 
sex - oriented, 
liquor - crazy, 
thrill - seeking 
morons 
who 
are unique to our day and 
age. 


TO THOSE WHO would be­ 
lieve this to be the case, it is 
suggested they take the time 
to examine the 
accomplish­ 
ments of our young people in 
the areas of science, religion 
and myriad fields with which 
most of today’s adults did not 
come into contact until near 
middle age. 
At least as many have by­ 
passed them completely. 
Their accelerated educa­ 
tional programs make those 
of 20 and 30 years ago quite 
puny by comparison. 
These 
youngsters 
know 
more and have certainly seen 
more of the life ahead of 
them than most adults of to­ 
day realized existed at the 
same times in their lives. 
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IF THEY ARE a little con­ 
fusing to us as a result, im­ 
agine how confusing we are 
to them. 
And before going on, there 
is one other point I would 
like to make.

Early Shopping for Toys 


No matter how extensive the 
Christmas list, toy gifts deserve 
to be segregated for special 
thought and attention early in 
the shopping operation. 
This advice comes from Dr. 
Emma Sheehy, chairman of 
Toy Guidance Council’s educa­ 
tional advisory committee. 
More than any other Yule gift 
category, toys call for informed 
selection, if they are to fulfill 
their purpose as basic tools of 
child development, Dr. Sheehy 
reminds assistant Santas. 


COMMON SENSE is at the 
heart of rules relating to a wise 
choice of toys. 
A prime error of once-a-year 
toy buyers is the purchase of 
ytos that are either too young 
or too old for the youngsters 
who receive them. This is usu­ 
ally due to ignorance of the 
progressive 
change 
in chil­ 
dren’s capabilities and interests 
as birthdays accumulate. 
Many inappropriate choices 
of toy gifts, however, are moti­ 
vated by a hazy image of the 
youngster to be remembered. 
That dog eared snapshot of a 
chubby toddler can be very 
misleading, indeed, if a year or 


more has elapsed. 
The infectious gaiety of b y ­ 
land is historically delightful 
and bewildering to most grown­ 
ups. The nostalgia created by 
the mass displays of intriguing 
playthings can mislead 
a pro­ 
spective Santa into hurried pur­ 
chases of toys he really yearns 
for himself, instead of a well 
balanced selection of toys to fit 
the age needs of the children 
who 
will 
receive them, Dr. 
Sheehy said. 
THE AMUSEMENT provided 
by such impulse purchases is 
fine for adult relaxation and 
should 
be 
encouraged, 
Dr. 
Sheehy said, as long as the 
purpose is frankly admitted. 


Nowadays, 
it 
is 
relatively 
easy to become well informed 
on the play needs of different 
age groups, Dr. Sheehy advises. 
Many 
toy departments offer 
lists of the varied types of 
playthings which contribute to 
children’s all around develop­ 
ment at each age level. Obser­ 
vation of children is sure to 
provide 
inspiration 
for 
the 
friend or relative who is not 
close to the children on the gift 
list. 
There should be no embar­ 
rassment about asking direct 
questions of parents or quizzing 
the youngsters themselves as to 
special interests, if opportunity 
is available. Everyone concern­ 


ed benefits, if the most appro­ 
priate choice of toy gifts is 
made, Dr. Sheehy advises. 
IF THE PURCHASE of an 
advanced scientific kit is con­ 
templated, it may be well for 
parents to check with the sci­ 
ence teacher at the school and 
also with the children them­ 
selves to determine areas of 
special 
interest, 
Dr. Sheehy 
notes. Parents may not be up- 
to-the-minute on what’s needed 
most and the investment re­ 
quired to equip the home lab 
may be substantial. 
The key to safety in the 
choice of toys is, of course, a 
careful regard for age suita­ 
bility, Dr. Sheehy points out.
